TWO PETITIONS IN IRISH. 


The Chief Justice, sitting in the Supreme 
Court, Dublin, last Saturday, appointed the 
following as Commissioners for Oaths :— 
Morgan Costelloe, at Limerick; Michael 
Kelly, at Dunlavin; Thomas Teevan, at Dun- 
dalk; Michael Molloy, at Dundalk, and 
Joseph Tobin, at Castlecomer. 

The applications to have Mr. Teevan and 
Mr. Molloy appointed and the reading of 
their petitions were conducted in Injsh 
throughout, and the Chief Justice announced 
in Irish his decision to appoint the applicants. 

When Mr. M. J. Connolly read the petition 
of the last applicant in the list, in English, 

The Chief Justice remarked, amidst 
laughter, that Mr. Tobin was the only mono- 
linguist amongst the applicants. Of the five 
applicants, four seemed to have a consider- 
able knowledge of Irish, and two of them had 
all their papers in Irish. . : 

Mr. Connolly—I suppose, in -due- time. they 
will be all in Irish. In this case the petitioner 
is fifty-six years of age, and he states he does 
not know Irish, and the district, which 1s a 
mining district, is not an Irish-speaking dis- 
-trict—at least, so far as the present genera- 
tion is concerned. There is no Commissioner 
for Oaths in the district at present. . 

The Chief Justice, making the appointment, 
pointed out that in the case of District Court 
clerks ‘their. appointment .as Commissioners 
for Oaths held only during their tenure of 
office as District Court clerks.

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In the spring a young woman's fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts: of—well, carpet-lifting, for 
one thing, and curtain-cleaning and floor stain- 
ing, and quite a lot of other disagreeable; but 
very necessary things. For we all know the 
uncomfortable trick which the sparsest spring 
sunshine has of lighting op every dark and 
dusty corner, and showing up every smallest 
defect in we sn or curtains, wallpaper, furni- 
ture and upholstery! And the moment the 
spring sunshine does that you will immediately 
feel an all-compelling urge to put your house 
in order. 

But, gently—gently, my dears! Not until 

he fires are out and done with in all save the 
kitchen. So many women make the mistake 
of spring cleaning their houses too soon, for- 
getting the uncertainty of this chill and 
changeable climate, and the fact that smoke 
and dust from still necessary fires will soon 
undo the work of the most thorough-going 
Spring-cleaner; and don't, for pity’s sake, 
upset every single room of your house at one 
and the same time! 


Too Much of a Good Thing. 


Your house, remember, should always be a 
home and place of refuge, especially to your 
husband and sons+to your daughter, too, 
should she be herself a weary wage-earner ; to 
your mother and father, should you have them 
with you. But I once knew a house in which 
at spring-cleaning time every single room and 
every smallest corner was upset and dis- 
mantled—no peace or comfort for anyone, 
hardly room to lay a cloth or set down a 
plate on even the tiniest of tables! 

“One room at a time ”' is a very good first 
rule, I think, and by following it out very 
little discomfort may accrue to anybody, even 
to yourself. ‘* One room each day’’ is another 
good rule, by regarding which any ordinary 
small house or flat may be thoroughly cleaned 
within a week. -Yet another good rule is 
“ Begin at the top” (should you have a house) 
and work downwards,. Of course, it is desir- 
able to get all the carpets up, and all the 
curtains down, and sent away together to be 
cleaned, if necessary. Many people, I think, 
are too fond of taking up carpets, especially 
where the rooms are not greatly used, or 
where there are no children. In such houses 
the vacuum cleaner or even a good carpet 
sweeper may be trusted to the work of clean- 
ing efficiently, 


One Room a Day. 


However, it is a great help and comfort to 
have all one’s carpets, curtains, table covers, 
cushion covers and bedspreads, etc., sent home 
from the laundry or cleaners fresh and spot- 
less. While they are away you can get on 
with your “‘one room a day” job, beginning 
With the ceiling and floors, then going on to 
the pictures and furniture, and finally giving 
the floor itself, should it not be completely 
carpeted, a new coat of stain or varnish. 
Such household helps as cleansing soap 
and powders, furniture cream and 
floor polish, rubbers and polishing cloths, 
etc., should all be ready at hand. A drop 
of paraffin on a flannel cloth is splendid for 
removing finger-stains, etc., from painted 
doors, and a simple thing like cold tea

| A meeting of the Council of the Roya)

COUNCIL MEETING IN 
DUBLIN. 


The «quarterly meeting of. the Central 
Council of the Trish Local Government 
Officials’ Union was heid at the headquarters 
of the Union, 4 Upper Ormond quay, 
Dublin. Mr. John F. Keane, Vice-President, 
presided, in the absence of the President, and 
there was a large attendance of members. 

Amongst the matters considered was a pro- 
posal for the amendment of the Supergnnua- 
tion code. The existing code, whe pro- 
viding for an annual pension on retirement 
after a number of years’ service, make no 
provision for the widow or other dependents 
of an officer who dies while in the service. 
The Civil Service pension code provides for 
the payment of a gratuity in such case to the 
deceaged officer's legal “personal representa. 
tive. It also provides for the payment ol a 
lump sum on retirement in addition to the 
annual pension. 

The Central Council adopted a report trom 
a special committee recommending the exten- 
sion of the Local Government Service super- 
annuation code so as to include these two 
provisions. 

GRADING OF POSITIONS. 

The Council also considered the grading 
of positions throughout the service. Terms 
and conditions of service, qualifications 
and remuneration vary very  consider- 
ably, and outside the. Dublin Corpora- 
tion service progressive salary scales are 
practically non-existent. Salary conditions 
generally throughout the Free State are not 
commensurate. with the positions to which 
they attach, and they are considerably -below 
those attached to corresponding positions in 
the Civil Service, banks, railways and other 
services. 

Proposals for the re-grading of the service 
and the improvement of. terms and . condi- 
tions of service were referred to its Stand- 
ing Committee for consideration .and report. 

TRANSFER OF STAFFS. 

The transfer of a large number of the 
staffs of the Dublin Corporation and the 
Rathmines and Pembroke Urban Councils to 
the service of the Electricity Supply Board, 
on the acquisition by the latter of the elec- 
tricity undertakings of these three local 
authorities, as from the 28th instant, was 
also. under consideration. The Central 
Council decided to take the opinion of 
counsel on sundry points now raised by the 
transfer of the staffs. ,

INFANT AID SOCIETY.

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STONE YIELDS TO 
CONCRETE.

Hi first bridge across the Liffey, 
whieh, according to legend, was 
built about the year one, gave Dublin 
the title by which it is now officially 
known—Baile Atha Cliath—the town of 
the ford of hurdles. The story goes that 
a certain poet, named Athairne, who lived 
at Howth, wished to graze his sheep on 
the rich pasturage of the south banks of 
the river. In order to transport his flocks 
across the river he constructed a pontoon 
bridge of hurdles formed of twigs. » This 
became a recognised thoroughfare from 
North to South, and close to it there 
grew up the town of Dublin. 

In later centuries successive bridges 
were erected near the site of the hurdle 
ford, and in 1385 we read that one of 
these was swept away by a great flood. 
The records indicate that this was a 
bridge which had been erected in the 
reign of King Jolin, the expense being 
defrayed by a tax levied on the citizens. 
Many cf the bridges ‘erected at this 
period were put up at the expense ot 
private citizens. Thus as early as 1313 
it is recorded that a benefactor named 
John Decer built a bridge from Bally- 
bough to “ the causeway of the mill pool 
of lontarf.”’ 

The erection of a bridge seems to have 
been regarded as an act of piety. On the 
Continent a _ religious Order was in 
existence whose sole purpose was the con- 
struction of bridges. This precedent was 
followed here when, in 1428, the 
Dominican Friars built a bridge to re- 
place the one already referred to, which 
had been swept away by a flood. A toll 
of one penny on carriages and beasts of 
burden was collected on the Friar’s Bridge. 
This structure also was swept away by 
floods, but was replaced in 1816 by the 
present Whitworth Bridge, which joins 
Church street and Bridge street. In 
excavating for the foundations of Whit- 
worth Bridge it was discovered that the 
foundations of the Friar’s Bridge rested 
directly on those of the bridge which had 
been built in the reign of King John.

A Postal Discrepancy.

The Northern Ireland 
ostal department, who carried the card 
rom the Six Counties to Southern Ireland 
made nothing on it. The postman could 
not explain the discrepancy, so there was 
nothing to be done but pay the twopenny 
surcharge on what had proved an expen- 
sive postcard. 


Where is Merrion Square 3

In that 
year there was erected the graceful foot- 
belive of cast-iron—first named Welling 
ton Bridge, but more commonly known as 
the Metal Bridge—on which until re- 
cently a toll of 3d. per person was 
charged. Although cast-iron no longer 
ranks as a material of bridge construction, 
yet the graceful appearance of arches of 
that metal is fully appreciated abroad. 
In a couple of instances old bridges of 
this type have been preserved by the use 
of an unobtrusive framework of reinforced 
concrete placed in such a way as to re- 
lieve the iron of all stress. The day is 
not far distant when our metal bridge 
will be. pronounced unsafe, and it is to 
be hoped that this excellent example wil! 
be followed; for many citizens would be 
inconvenienced if the footbridge were re- 
moved. As an indication of the volume 
of traffic on the bridge, it may be 
mentioned that a sufficient number of 
cilizens ¢ross it to support two rival 
pavement artists, who noid their exhaibi- 
tiotls on it. 

The finest of Dublin’s bridges— 
O'Connell Bridge—was erected in 1794, 
as a result of the opening of the Custom 
liouse. At first it bore the name Carlisle 
bridge, but when, in 1880, it was lowered 
and widened, the Corporation altered this 
to O'Connell Bridge. As the Port and Docks 
soard preferred the earlier name, a com- 
effected and both names 
spear on the bridge. The ‘‘ New Picture 
of Dublin,” published in 1821, contains 
the following passage:—‘‘ Arrived at 
Carlisle Bridge, ome of the finest city 
prospects in the world bursts upon the 
sight . . . . . to the eastward rises 
the new Custom House in magnificent 
vrandeur, and the harbour, as far as the 
eye can reach, appears crowded with 
vessels of various burthens.’’ 


THE LOOP LINE. 


This vista was marred in 1878 by the 
erection of the swivel bridge “amed after 
Isaac Butt, and twelve year. later the 
view was further impeded by the Loop 
Line Bridge. ‘The latter prevented the 
passage of sbips up the river, and so 
the swivel mechanism by which Butt 
Bridge could open and close fell into 
disuse. In the half-century which has 
elapsed since these two bridges were 
erected great changes have taken place. 
To-day Butt Bridge is quite inadequate 
tor the volume of trafic which crosses 
it, and the designs for a new transporter 
bridge are in course of preparation. As 
for the Loop Line Bridge, the general] in- 
crease in locomotive axle loads since its 
election makes strengthening of the 
existing structure desirable, and the 
welding of extra plates to the overstressed 
virders has recently been vnder considera- 
tion. The extent of this work will be 
greatly influenced by the renort, just 
issued, of the Bridge Stress Committee, 
which has aroused great interest amongst 
Trish Railway Engineers. It is based on 
exhaustive tests of existing bridces and 
indicates that certair assumptions on 
which the calculation of stress in railway 
bridges are based evr considerably on the 
safe side. 

The majority of Dublin bridges are 
railway bridges, but prior to the coming 
of the “iron roads a great tupetus 
had been viven to bridge building by 
the development of the canals. In 1789 
the Roya! Canal was constructed, having 
ns its terminus the sity now occupied by 
the Broadstone Railway Station. The 
canal was carried across the Phibsborough 
road by an aqueduct, which was later 
converted to a road-bridge to form tle 
approach to the railway station, This 
aqueduct bears the extraordinary in- 


_ scription: —‘‘ Foster Aqueduct—Serus tn 


caclum redeas.’’ This inscription reads 
ike a charm against those bombs and 
Jand mines which dislodged so many 
bridges during the troubled times. 


PASSING OF STONE AGE. 


The Broadstone branch of the cana! 
is at present being filled in, and already 
Blaguiere bridge. which carries the 
Pheenix Park and Glasnevin tranilines, 
stands high and dry. It is probable that 
this bridge will now be demolished, for 
its steep approach is a trial to laden 
horses. With the removal of this bridge 
there will begin the inevitable dis- 
appearance from our city of stone bridges.

Gaelic in Belfast. 


I am told that it was the Rey, Robert 
Fullerton, B.D., who was mainly 
responsible for the campaign which has 
ended in the opening of the new Gaelic 
College in Belifist afew days ago. It will 
be remembe that it was on his way to 
a bazaar in aid of the college funds that 
Mr, de Valera was arrested last month. 
But Father Fullerton’s patriotism bas not 
much of a political tinge about it, at least 
in public, though there is no doubt about 
his robust nationalism: 

A very boyish-looking sagart, le is a 
native ofthe district in South County 
Derry of which Maghera is the centre. 
This area has long been famed as a breed- 
ing-ground of scholars, teachers and clerzy_ 
men of all denominations. Before yoing 
on to Maynooth Father Fullerton had 
an excellent grounding in Latin and Greek 
at one of those rural classical schools 
which at one time were common in the 
country parts of Ireland—and he walked 
twelve or fourteen miles a day to get it. 
This school was conducted by a Master 
Donnelly, a celebrated classical grinder, 
whose classes were held in his own cottage, 
and it was one of the last of the old type 
of classical academies which survived even 
after the last of the hedge schools, referred 
to here recently, had ceased to be. 

Father Fullerton is a fluent speaker and 
writer of Irish, and writes well in English 
too. For many years now he has bai 
one of the pillars of the Gaelic League 
in Belfast and Ulster, and he was the 
first President of An Ard-Sgoil Ultach, 
the Gaelic college established in Belfast 
about twenty years ago for teaching the 
Ulster dialect. One of the big features 
of this college was the successful making 
of Gaelic speakers through the “ phrase- 
method’’ invented by the Jate Rev. D. 
Toa), editor of a well-known Gaelic version 
of ‘‘'The Imitation of Christ.” Before 
that Father Fullerton was a keen student 
of social questions and had published a 
volume of studies entitled ‘‘ Socialism and 
the Workingman,”’

Have you ever walked across’ the 
shoulder of the mountains from Dundrum 
to Enniskerry? If not, I _ heartily 
recommend my readers to repair the 
omission at the earliest opportunity.

Barnacullia. 


From the Lamb’s the road winds up 
through Barnacullia, that straggle of 
houses on the lip of the hill—a hard road 
to walk, I can tell you, when the sun is 
heating down, and there is not sufficient 
breeze to stir the lazy waters of the bay into 
a ripple. Up and up it toils until the 
welcome gables of Fox’s at Glencullen 
pierce the monotony of the desolate hills. 
Then down the “ Devil’s Elbow,’’ that 
amazing and heart-rackinyg series of cork- 
screw bends at an angle so steep that its 
descent on foot is almost an adventure. 
There were four of us on Saturday, and 
when we got to the bridge at the bottom 
of the hill, two of us, of whom I unfor- 
tunately was one, decided to leave the 
road—dreading that stubborn hill ahead— 
and to follow the course of the little 
stream which winds in charming 
negligence through the valley of Glensink, 
pausing for a moment above the Roman 
Catholic church at Enniskerry to supply 
the good folk of that lovely little village 
with electric current, and then. tumbling 
on towards the sea.

friend, Mrs. Tallon, welcomed me at the 
door of the Powerscourt Arms that T began 
to yealise that there was something in my 
companion’s. joie de vivre after all.

Aungier Street. 


As JT was walking through Aungier 
street last week it occurred to me that nearly 
every yard’s length of this old Dublin 
street conjures up historic memories. For 
several vears, in fact the greater part of 
the 18th century, it was a most fashion- 
able and prosperous locality, and for those 
of us who admire the works of Thomas 
Moore, Number 12 will ever possess an 
abidiny interest for here he resided for 
many years.

In the days of David Garrick, Aungier 
Street Theatre was very famons, and 
many accomplished stars, both of the 
musical and dramatical. world, graced its 
hoards: Thomas Sheridan, father of 
Richard Brindsley Sheridan, being among 
its company, and it was here the cele- 
hrated Peg Woffiincton commenced her 
career us an actress. 

The Carmelite Friary Church is built 
on the site of an ancient Convent of the 
same Order founded in the thirteenth 
century, the land being a grant of Sir 
Robert Bazgot. 

The Aungier family, from one uf whom 
ther street derives its name, had some 
worthy representatives: Ambrose Aungier, 
M.A., was Chancellor of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral and Rector of St. Werburgh’s. 

Many noble and distinguished families 
are buried in the old church of St. 
Peter’s, among them the Farl of Roden 
and members of his house; it was also 
the burying place of the Dunboyne family, 
and many military heroes, but for many 
vears scarcely anyone of note has heen 
interred in it. 


A Quaker Family. 


I was sorry to hear of the death of Dr. 
John W. MacQuillan, at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, where he had ‘practised for 
nearly forty years, since he qualified as a 
physician in Trinity College, Dublin, and 
studied medicine in Paris and Vienna. 

Tle was a noted ex- 
pert on nervous 
anatomy. A keen 
linenist, he took con- 
siderable interest 1 
the Trish language. 
At college he was a 
wood athlete, and was 
one of the early 
anthusiasts in Dublin 
for lawn _ tennis.

They 
are energetic in recruiting members for the 
lrisli Society for the Protection of Birds, 
and a friend who had the pleasure of 
motoring with them through the Boyne 
Valley one day last summer tells me that 
he learnt more about the habits and the

WHAT MUSSOLINI HAS 
ACCOMPLISHED.

LTHOUGH I am no lover of Mus- 
solini and his Black Shirts, it is 
impossible to re-visit Italy without re- 
cognising the tremendous change for the 
better that has swept the country. I have 
known Italy on and off for the past 
twenty-six years. By an accident of war 
I was with Italian troops for nearly 
two years. I have played football in 
Genoa and other cities. On arriving 
in Turin the other day. I was met by 
a friend, a well-known university profes- 
sor. ‘* Ah caro,’ he exclaimed, ‘ You 
play Rugby football, I remember!” “But 
Í am too old now.” ‘That does not 
matter; you will come and see the boys 
play. We have a fine club here. Italy 
is playing Rugby now. In a year or two 
. . « « you will see” He was typical 
of the new Italian. Before the war he 
would have been very different. 

Rugby football is merely a symptom, 
however. Italy has taken seriously to 
athletic sports, including boxing. 

At one time it was not safe to travel 
with any luggage worth talking about. It 
would be plundered. Mussolini has 
changed all that. He has also disencum- 
bered the various Government offices ol 
useless and usually supercilious minions. 
Old and antiquated methods, more un- 
sanitary than picturesque, are going by 
the board. The old Roman spirit has 
come back, and with it has returned a 
good deal of the old Roman arrogance, 
which is reflected in the Italian colonies 
and in other countries. 

Many of the professional men here do 
not love the Fascist movement or its 
present tendencies. They do not enun- 
ciate these sentiments in public, however. 
That would mean banishment to semi- 
penal settlements. Occasionally they will 
mention it in the sanctity of their own 
homes, but not before their own families. 


INFANT MILITIA. 


Personally, T dislike the idea of the 
Balilla—of making the unfortunate school 
children into a sort of infant Black Shirt 
militia, but, as a foreigner, I do not 
find it safe to exhibit this dislike. 
Politics are severely forbidden as a topic 
of conversation in Italy just now, I fancy 
it is even more dangerous than in Russia, 
in spite ef the fearsome stories one hears 
of the Ogpu (secret political police). Yet, 
when we allow for the offensive political 
attitude of. the militant Fascisti, the 
Italian has a far different and a far 
better poise than he had seven years ago. 
He has ambition and enterprise and 
scope for his undoubted ability in busi- 
ness and the professions. 

You do not find him dissatisfied, as 
you still do in France, or handfcapped, as 
he is in England. Italy is forging ahead 
industrially and financially. 

My own opinion is that Mussolini him- 
self would like to keep the Fascists within 
certain bounds, but that he has unloosed 
certain forces that he finds it very difficult 
to restrain—hence the Jingoism displayed 
by the dominant faction on certain 
oceasions. Feverzoni and Turati (not the 
Socialist) are powerful forces among the 
Ultramontane Fascisti. Should anything 
happen to Mussolini, it might well be that 
these two would be candidates .for the 
leadership of the party, in spite of the 
fact that the Dictator has already 
appointed his own successor, though who 
that successor may be is kept secret. 

Well, politics are boresome. I much 
prefer a brand of Grignolino that I have 
discovered in a local café. Here’s to you! 


A NOEL COWARD PLAY. 


~ EASY VIRTUE” AT THE 
ABBEY THEATRE, 


Somewhat belatedly Dublin is coming to 
know something of the plays of Mr. Noel 
Coward. Last vear the D.U.D.S. staged 
“Hay Fever” with success, and now 
Mrs. Kirkwood Hacke® is to be thanked 
tor staging further specimens of this ver- 
satile young man’s work. y 


Last night, “Easy 
Virtue’? was produced for the first time im 
Dublin, and “ The Vortex.’ the best of Noel 
Coward's plays so far, is promised at an 
early date. 

Noel Coward leaped into prominence about 
five years ago with * The Vortex,” and since 
ther ne has never been out of the nubtic 
eye. As actor, playwright, or composer, he 
has been concerned with many of the greatest 
stage successes of London and New York in 
recent years. For the past year he has 
heen lionised in New otk: so that his re- 
appearance in London is likely to be de- 
layed. He is still a very voung man; an 
actor from the age of ten or twelve vears 
of age, he was a very prominent playwright 
in his early twenties. <A long line of sue- 
cessful plays was followed by two or three 
failures, and he has written no play since. 

‘‘ Easy Virtue ” is a typical Coward play— 
flippant, witty in an easy way, with what is 
called “snap” and an “ intriguing’ plot. An 
American opponent has recently labelled 
Noel. Coward’s “the summation of the 
ssthete,” which is not, perhaps, quile an 
apt description. In ' Easy Virtue’ there 
is little of the esthete—there is criticism of 
the moral standards of a section of English 
society. John Whittaker met and married 
Lorita at, a French pleasure resort. That 
was enough to make;his people beliave che 
worst, and they prepared a chilling reception 
for the bride when she came to visit their 
home. John’s sisters, Hilda, an easy-going 
young person, and Marion, a ' sporty ”’ 
moralist, prepared to give Lorila rather a 
bad time. Colonel Whittaker was prepared 
to be genially human. Into this group comes 
Lorita, who had been involved in unpleasant 
divorce cases. She was not the kind of 
woman who would ever accommodate herself 
to such surroundings. As John’s ardour 
cooled, his love for Sarah Hurst revived, 
and Lorita resolved to disgust him by her 
behaviour, Accordingly she presevted her 
self at the Whittaker dance only to be as 
unpleasaut as possible, after which she lett 
for Paris. 

Few of the playwrights of today can 
equal Mr. Coward mw devising and Managing 
eHective theatrical situations, and atwavs his 
dialogue is as rapid and devastating as 
the fre of a machine guu. The first act ol 
“Easy Virtue” dragged almost to 
tedium, but the second act, particu. 
larly, and the third do much tu re- 
deem the play. Perhaps, it is in *‘* scenes” 
rather thau in acts that Noel Coward should 
be judged; here are two superb scenes, care- 
fully contrived and magniticently achieved. 
In each of these ‘great moments” Miss 
Dewdre McDouagh served Mr. Coward 
splendidly. These two scenes—one in the 
second and one in the third act—mark Miss 
McDonagh: as 4 great discovery for the drama 
In Dublin, but throughout the play she 
could hardly have improved upon her Lorita. 
Voice, accent, gesture, carriage—all marked 
the finished actress. It is a piece of acting 
that should not be missed, when the play is 
staged again, While Miss McDouagh’s Lorita 
easily autshone everyone else in the cast, her 
part In the play aided her. ‘The parts of 
Sarah Hurst (Miss Raymonde Barron) and 
Marion Whittaker (Miss Florence Barron) 
gave their impersonators little assistance; but 
each was acted in a manner that Noel Coward 
would approve. The audience really did come 
to dislike Marion and to like Sarah, and 
that is the tribute to fine acting. Of the men, 
Jack Dwan’s Charles Burleigh was excellent, 
it at times a shade too close to caricature. 
The John Whittaker of Mr. Leo McCabe, 
while agreeable enough, was not so good as 
he might be. The various small parts were 
all competently filled and showed traces of 
careiul training, while the settings were really 
very attractive. ' i

CORK, Sunday. 

One of the earliest problems to be faced 
by the newly-eleeted Corporation of Cork 
is the erection of a City Hall. Within 
recent months this subject las aroused 
considerable attention locally, as it 18 
urged that the absence of suitable civic 
buildings constitute a great slur on the 
second city of the Free State. This was 
particularly evident on numerous occa- 
sions during the past few years, when 
distinguished visitors to Ireland were 
accorded official welcomes under difficult 
circumstances in the matter of accommoda- 
tion. 

The old City Hall was burned down 
during the troubled period in Ireland 
before the establishment of the Free State, 
and, although generous compensation was 
awarded. by the British Government, no 
steps have been taken towards the re- 
construction of the building since the dis- 
sclution of the Corporation, nearly five 
years ago, At that time plans had been 
adopted for the new premises, but subse- 
quently, in view of the acute housing 
shortage here, permission was obtained to 
apply the money towards the promotion 
of housing schemes. The wisdom of aat 
policy is now questioned in several 
quarters, and any movement which would 
restore the civic buildings of Cork would 
receive widespread support from the 
citizens. 


THE NEW LORD MAYOR. 


When the new Corporation meets on 
next Wednesday its first act will be to 
elect a Lord Mayor and fix his salary. 
Rumour has: connected with t..e position 
the names of the two aldermen—Mr. Sean 
French, T.D., who was Lord Mayor in the 
old Corporation, and Mr. F. J. Daly, who 
headed the list of the six successful 
Business Party candidates lately returned. 
The interesting suggestion has been made 
that, with the consent of all parties, the 
position of Lord Mayor should be offered 
to Mr. J. R. Johnson, a wealthy English- 
man, who some months ago acquired a 
large estate at Lota Beg, Glanmire, and 
has settled down in this country. The 
proposal may not be practical under the 
City Management Act, but it is worthy 
of consideration; and, although Mr. 
Johnson would have no vote in the Counctl 
Chamber as Chairman of the nroceedings 
he could take part in debates, and bring 
an unbiassed mind to bear on the various 
civic problems. 


THE RECENT ELECTION. 


The feature of the recent election, apart 
from the apathy that the electorate showed 
—only fifty per cent. voted—has been the 
failure of the political organisations. The 
strength of the various parties in the new 
body is as follows:—Business Party, 6; 
Independents, 6; Cumann na nGaedheal, 
3; Fianna Fail, 3; Labour, 2. 

The scrutiny of the votes was begun on 
Thursday morning, and despite the small- 
ness of the poll 1t was not until late on 
Saturday morning, alter the count had 
proceeded throughout the night, that the 
full twenty-one members were declared 
elected. There were more than hali a 
hundred counts, all told, and it was only 
to be expected, in view of the tedious 
nature of the proceedings, that defeated 
and successful candidates alike should be 
united in their views of the iniqnities of 
proportional representation, with a ballot 
paper containing sixty-eight names.

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THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 
EXPERIENCE IN INDIA. 


COLLEGE OF SURGEONS 
DINNER, 
—e—- 


The Charter Day dinner of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in heland was held in 
the eat all, Dublin, last Saturday 
night. r. J. Atkinson Stoney, Vics. 
President, presided. : 

Tbe toast of "The King ” having been

The Chairman expressed re 
absence through illnede of the pe Br Mr 
T. E. Gordon. He then pro toast 
oi “The Governor-General and = Pros. 
perity to Ireland,” and said that the con- 
ditions in the country had improved greatly 
and with peace and quiet they hoped that 
the improvement would continue, and that 
the country would become, perhaps, not a 
place for heroes to live in, but, at all events 
a country where the medical profession might 
carry on their art for the benefit of the 
ommunity and themselves, 

The _ Governor-General, replying, id: 
Your College happens to má “ Ba 
interest for me. Your corporate existence 
began about a century and a half ago, when 
surgeons persuaded the then Government 
that surgery aud hair-dressing could not be 
ciiciently combined. Your predecessors had 
foresight. Each art requires now more 
knowledge and skill than any one person 
‘ould be expected to combine. In India, 
jowever, I found about thirty-five years ago 
chat the arts were still combined, though 
the combination was dying out. It was 
my good fortune, and I believe i 
certainly not the bad fortune of the 
cf India, that in my time surgery in Western 
India was made known to the people largely 
by our couutrymen. My first but not my 
only district surgeon was an Irishman whose 
skill inspired respect and whose personality 
juspired universal affection. Most of the 
-urgeon-generals in my Presidency in my 
time were Irish surgeons, and when ] was 
sent on duty to the West Indies the first 
surgeon-general I met was an Irishman. 
When I tcok a flal in London some years 
ago T found a good Irish doctor near me, 
and when I moved into a house I found in 
the same street an Irish aoctor, who made 
illuess a very pleasurable, though transient, 


diversion. 
DOING WELL. 

As regards the general state of the Saor- 

stat, all T have to say is that I think it is 
very much like the state of the surgical pro- 
fession. It is.doing wonderfully well in spite 
of some unfavourable conditions. It is not 
only anxious to do better, but it is energeti- 
cally doing better from year to year, and no 
matter how well it does, it will want to do 
better still. (Applause.) I proposed that 
comparison to the criticism of a friendly 
surgeon recently. He said that the correct 
alogy was not with surgeons, but with their 
patients. The great majority of patients were, 
he said, cheerfully ready to endure anything 
in the hope of getting well. ‘The small 
minority were divided into two classes. One 
class wanted to be made so well by surgery 
in one day that they could compete in the 
Tailteann Games the next. The other class 
wanted to know why they should be bothered 
to accept anything so inconvement as surgery 
hewever ill they bad made themselves. 
i think that that is as near to controversy 
on any subject as I ought to go under the 
shade of your hospitality. In the Glens of 
Antrim, if anyone uses an unnecessary or an 
untimely word, he is, in a very summary trial, 
convicted of the crime of blethering. I do 
uot want, even is Dublin, to risk such a 
charge, when my real object in coming here 
is to acknowledge what your College has done 
for Irish surgery, and to express my sincere 
sympathy with. and respect for, Irish 
surgeons wh» are maintaining the traditions 
of an honourable profession. (Applause.) 

Sir William Taylor proposed the toast of 
“ The Sister College.’’ He said that there 
had been very close association between the 
College wf Surgeons and ‘the College of 
Physicians for nearly fifty years. (Hear, 
hear.) The two colleges had done a great 
deal for the profession. Not only had they 
qvalified men to practice their profession 
‘hroughout the length and breadth of Ireland, 
ut at least 75 per cent. of them were 
qualified to practice in the various Colonies 
ol the great British Empire, and they carried 
the learning that they acquired in these halls 
throughout tne Jength and breadth of the 
British Empire. {Applause.) 

Jy. Winter, President of the Royal College 
of Physicians of Ireland, responding, said 
that th colleges were proud of their 
traditions and the men that went before 
chem—men who added credit to themselves 
and lustre to the Irish medical school. He 
hoped that the Government would in the near 
future see its way to endow medica] research.

Mr. Denis McDonnell stated that w+ 
membership to date was over six hundred. 
The executive had made efforts to secure 
reasonably suitable and convenient land to 
meet the requirements of hundreds of ap- 
ees, notably in the Blackrock and Pem- 
rike districts, with little appreciable result. 
The three reasons for this were: (1) The 
development of housing schemes; (2) in some 
cases the exorbitant rents demanded by the 
owners of land, and (3) the reluctance of 
certain local authorities to do their duty and 
apply the compulsory powers conferred on 
them by the Allotments Act. The report 
also referred in detail to the ejectment of 
forty-four plotholders from the London- 
bridge road area, of which they had been 
in possession for twelve years, owing to the 
Pembroke U.D.C. declining to acquire the 
land under the Allotments Act. It was also 
pointed out that on representations being 
wade to the Dublin Corporation, a reduction 
in rent in regard to the plotholders in 
Byrne's Field, Rialto, had been secured. 

On the motion of Mr. W. Field, seconded 
by the Chairman, the report was adopted. 

A resolution was passed condemning the 
failure of the Pembroke Urban District 
Council to put into effect its resolution of 
12th March, 1928, to acquire the field at 
Londonbridge road, from which forty-four 
plotholders were evicted. 

Miss 8. C. Harrison, moving the resolu- 
tion, said that she thought the action of 
the Pembroke Council was treating the Act 
with contempt. ‘lhe matter ought not be 
allowed to rest where it was, and she would 
suggest that a small deputation be appointed 
to get in touch with the Minister for Local 
Government and put the case before him. 
The ejecting of the plotholders created a 
very serious grievance. 

_Mr. R. J. Corcoran seconded the resolu- 
tion, with the addendum that a deputation be 
sent to the Minister for Loca] Government 
In connection with the matter.

ANNUAL REGIMENTAL

Giving details of news from many members 
of the corps all over the world, he said that 
he knew that it would be a pleasure to those 
wha were still in Jreland, to hear from 
members who had gone overseas and to know 
that the fact that they were members of the 
corps had been of the greatest possible help 
to those who had gone into the Government 
service in any of the Colonies. 

Captain J. 8S. McMahon, Adjutant, who 
also replied, mentioned that the corps on the 
only occasion on which it competed for the 
King’s Musketry Shield took fifth place in 
the British Isles. He also recalled that on 
the outbreak of the Great War the entire 
corps to a man (then the Dublin Schools 
Cadet Corps) volunteered, and a new corps 
had to be formed. He maintained that it 
was the Territorial forces—Officers’ Training 
Corps and Cadet Corps—which enabled 
Britain to win the war, and he could not see 
why the Irish Government should not en- 
courage bodies of that type. The Government 
were out for economy, and the defence of the 
country could largely be run by Cadet Corps, 
which would only need a small annual grant 
He could not see why they should not serve 
under the national Government, and he need 
hardly say that he knew enough of the corps 
to know that they would always be loyal to 
the Government of the Irish people. 

Trinity College and University College, to- 
gether with Clongowes and other schools of 
that type should now have their Officers’ 
Training Corps and Cadet Corps under the 
Irish Government. Concluding, he said that 
steps were being taken to secure the award of 
the Victory medal to cadets serving at the end 
of the war. He welcomed among them once 
more Stanley Woods, a member of the corps, 
and one of Ireland's foremost sportsmen.

FREE STATE 


COLONEL FITZMAURICE ON 
NEED FOR SUBSIDY. 


: a———KÁu— 
MONEY WASTED ON 
IRISH AND CENSORS. 
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From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

On his departure irom Queenstown for the 
United States of America early this morning 
Colonel Fitzmaurice reltereted his opinions 
regarding the possibilities of the development 
of aerial aviation in this country. 

In the course of a conversation which I 
had with him the Colonel regretted the 
national tendency in the Free State to dwell 
on events and grievances dating back for 
centuries. “ Untortunately,’’ he said, “ we 
are too much inclined to think of the events 
that occurred during the visit of an English 
gentleman named Cromwell, and to take 
credit for the success of Brian Boru in 
driving out all the Danes from Ireland.” 

This outlook, he said, prevented the people 
of the country from realising the fact that 
there was something in aviation, and that 
aviation would play no unimportant part in 
the future of the Free State. In the initial 
Stages, however, aviation was not an 
economic undertaking, and until public sup- 
port made the payment of dividends possible 
a Government subsidy was absolutely 
essential. 

“ But,” he added, “the revival of the 
Irish language and the compulsory teaching 
of this dead and forgotten tongue looms 
larger in the Government than the develop- 
ment ot aviation in their country, the geogra- 
phical position of which makes it ideal as a 
distributing dépét for Wostern Europe. The 
cost of this policy, together with the ex- 
penditure involved in the operation of an 
unnecessary Censorship Bill, would go a long 
way towards the establishment of air services 
which would do more for the country than 
has been done by anything in the past.” 

It appeared, declardd Colonel Fitzmaurice, 
almost as though the Government was dis- 
inclined to accept new ideas for the advance- 
ment of this country, and viewed them with 
suspicion, fearing ulterior motives. 

In point of fact, Ireland had gradually 
developed into a country producing men 
whose ability and brains were willingly 
bought for the progress of all the other 
nations of the world, and what they could do 
in foreign lands they certainly could do at 
Lome if suitable opportunities were provided. 


RECEPTION HELD ON LINER. 


On board the North German Lloyd liner 
Dresden at Queenstown a reception was held 
this morning, when Colonel Fitzmaurice was 
presented with a ‘‘ Claddagh ring,” described 
as '' the symbol of unity and friendship,” by 
representatives of the Galway Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mr. J. O’Keeffe, manager of the Limerick 
Steamship Company, the Irish agents of the 
North German Lloyd line, who presided, made 
sympathetic reference to the death of Baron 
von Huenefeld, one of Colonel Fitzmaurice’s 
comrades in the flight across the Atlantic. Re- 
ferring to the plans for the development of 
the port of Galway, Mr. O'Keeffe said that 
he did not wish to criticise or praise the 
scheme in any way, but there seemed to be 
an impression abroad that the establishment 
of Galway as a terminal port would be detri- 
mental to Queenstown’s interests. He did 
not agree with that view, for if the Galway 
project proved successful there would be close 
co-operation between the two ports, and in 
the provision of alternative facilities for 
visitors’ traffic through Queenstown could be

BORIC 


ACID IN IRISH 
BACON. 


AN ISOLATED CASE IN 
LONDON. 


A certain uneasiness caused by the dis- 
covery of boric acid in Irish bacon sold at 
Tottenham has been allayed, and it has been 
made clear that Irish bacon is as good as 
ever and free from chemicals. 

As a result of the Tottenham discovery, 
which was made by the County Analyst ol 
Middlesex, exhaustive inquiries were set afoot. 
First A, the trader who sold the bacon, 
asserted that he did not add boric acid, but 
bought the bacon from B, a wholesale firm 
in London, who gave a warranty of purity. . 

B, in turn, denied culpability, and said 
that the bacon was bought from C, of Lon- 
don, agent of ar Irish firm of bacon ex- 
porters. C asserted that he never handled 
the bacon, which came direct from Ireland. 

By this time the British Ministry of Health 
took a hand. Customs officers at Holyhead, 
acting on instructions, secretly took samples 
cf Irish bacon intended for London and pro- 
vincial breakfast tables. 

The samples were sent to the Government 
chemist. He found that the imported bacon 
contained “a substantial proportion of boric 
acid.” 

Representations were next made to Dublin 
by the Free State Trade Commissioner ™ 
London, aud the principal of the firm con- 
cerned was interviewed. His statement was 
that the offence was committed in his absence, 
and guve definite assurances that it should 
uot be repeated. | 

Not content with promises, he had an 
anaivsis made of the bacon by Dr. Dyer, of 
London, and forwarded Dr. Dyer’s certificate 
to tlie Irish Free State authorities. 

A FAVOURABLE ANALYSIS. 

1t showed that the bacon was then free 

‘eservatives. 
halen have since been sent to all the 
bacon firms in the Free State calling attention 
to the serious consequences arising from any 
breach of the Preservatives in Food Regula- 
tions, and replies have heen received intimat- 
ing that in no — factory is boric preserva- 
ive now being used. 
"The Public Health Committee of the Middle- 
sex County Council, which took u the 
matter and communicated with the ondon 
Provision Exchange when the Irish bacon 
first came under suspicion, has decided in the 
circumstances that no proceedings should be 
instituted against any of the London firms 
concerned. 

The report showing the course of the in- 
vestigation and the result of the Government 
analyst’s tests has just been communicated to 
the members of the Council and approved.

THREE MEN REMANDED 
IN CUSTODY.

At the conclusion of the proceedings in 
Dundalk District Court last Saturday, when 
evidence was heard in connection with thie 
charges of wilful murder and conspiracy to 
murder preferred against four young men, 
one of the accused men, James Collins, was 
discharged, informations being refused in his 
case. The other three men were remanded in 
custody till to-morrow. They are :—Patrick 
Duity, of Castletown road, Dundaik, who was 
arrested on board the Margaret Lockington on 
her arrival from Liverpool ; Matthew Connolly, 
of Doyle’s Fort road, who was taken into 
custody from a liner at Southampton, and 
Harry McArdle, labourer, of John atreet, 
Dundalk. The murder of which they are 
accused is that of John a a seaman, 
more than two years ago. ey are alleged 
to have taken part in a raid on a public house 
in Seatown, on a Friday night in August, 
1926. On that occasion three masked 
men entered the house, One carried a revolver 
and fired a shot which killed John Doyle, who 
was standing at the counter having a drink 
with a friend; and when Doyle fell across 
the counter the armed man ordered the other 
inmates of the shop to put up their hands. 
While two of the masked raiders stood on 
duty at the door the third walked behind the 
counter and robbed £19 from the till. 

Mr. T. A. Finlay, B.L. (instructed ty 
Mr. McDonald and Superintendent O’ Byrne), 
prosecuted; Mr. T. P. Coffey, solicitor, 
appeared for McArdle, Connolly and Collins, 
and Mr. Thomas Teevan represented Duffy. 
An account of the raid was given by 
Patrick Markey, a barman in the shop of Mr. 
Bernard McGuinness, at Seatown. The whoie 
raid, he said, lasted less than three minates 
The man who had the revolver was the orly 
one who spoke, and he had a Dundalk accent. 
All the raiders were young men. Their faces 
were covered, and he cout not identify them. 
Thomas Quigley, who was in the shop with 
Doyle when the latter was shot, also was 
unable to identify any of the men. 
COMPANION'S EVIDENCE. 
A young man named Thomas Kirke, of 
Dowdallshill, was the next witness. He said 
that he knew Connolly well, and at the time 
of the shooting they both worked together. 
On the night of the shooting he was coming 
to Dundalk when he met Connolly and 
McArdle (two of the accused). Connolly and 
McArdle refused to go into a public-house for 
a drink, Connolly saying that he was going 
on a stunt. Half an hour later he was over- 
taken by both Connolly and McArdle, who 
were coming from the direction of the town. 
They walked together for a time, and when 
witness said it was time to go home, McArdle 
roduced a gun from his pocket, and said that 

e might not be afraid so long as. he 
(McArdle) was with him. The gun was a 
.52 revolver, shiny and _ silvery-coated. 
Nothing further was said that night, but on 
the following Sunday morning he met 
Connolly and asked what stunt he had been 
in. Connolly said that he had been in the 
affair at McGuinnness’s pub. 

The witness continued :'—'' [ asked him who 
was with him, and he said McArdle and Pat. 
Duffy. I asked him who shot Doyle, and 
Connolly said that he did, but that he could 
not help it.” Four or five weeks afterwards 
Connolly left the country, and witness never 
saw him again until he was arrested. 

in reply to Mr. Coffey, the witness said 
that he had not said a word about this till 
recently. 

James Doyle, son of the dead man, stated 
that at a parade last Saturday morning in 
the Civic Guard barracks he had identified 
Connolly as one of the men he had seen 
hurrying down the street after the shooting. 

Other boys spoke of seeing the men run 
down the street, but were unable to identify 
any of them.

GOOD DISPLAY AT DUBLIN

President Hoover’s Policy. 

Writing in the Sunday Times, Mr. 
Frank H. Simonds expounds the mind oí 
President Hoover and of the people of the 
United States, as he conceives that mind, 
It is 
beyond debate, he says, that President 
Hoover ‘‘ looks upon the present position 
of Anglo-American relations alike with 
It is not 
that he fears an issue in war between the 
two great English-speaking Powers, but he 
foresees “ the possibility of political dis- 
putes ending in economic waste, and in 
what to him would be the supreme and 
staggering folly of a competition, real, or 
even disguised, in unnecessary war-crait,”’ 
President Coolidge’s governing principle 
He was opposed to the 
building of ships because it involved great 
expenditure. Mr. Hoover's 
governing principle is “national develop- 
ment arrived at alike by the employment 
of efficient methods and by the elimination 
He, too, therefore, is opposed 
on grounds of economy to the continuance

In his 
inaugural address, the new President de- 
clared that there existed in the United 
States no party, influential group, or con- 
spicuous individual who cherished any 
notion of territorial expansion. The United 
States were building their fleet in order to 
guarantee their neutrality jn any future 
European war, and to ensure that no inter- 
ference with their legitimate intercourse 
with belligerents should drag them into 
conflict. 

What, then, is likely to be President 
Hoover's policy in the pursuit of economy 
and naval limitation? He will not in- 
fluence his people towards entry into the 
League of Na‘'ons. . He will not consent 
to the use of the United States Navy in 
the coercion of aggressor nations. ‘‘ The 
fleet, beycnd all else, is the expression of 
the resolve to maintain isolation.’’ It is, 
then, the; settled conviction of those who 
think wilh the President ‘‘ that any pro- 
posal for any form of new discussion, 
whether by conference or otherwise, must 
come from London.” Any British pro- 
posal ‘‘ would have to contain recognition 
of the principle of equality, and contain 
some scheme of translating equality into 
fact.’’ Mr. Simonds believes that it still 
is possible to discuss equality in terms of 
armour, speed 
and tonnage—instead of on the basis of 
The United 
States people, however, would not be in- 
terested by 
unless it were accompanied by proposals 
for reduction. At present, the United 
States have contracted to build 300,000 
tons of cruisers. Most of the people of 
the States consider that this figure is too 
high, “perhaps without even a 
shadow of warrant, hold the British 
Admirals responsible for this figure.” At 
Geneva Britain proposed limitation at 
400.000 tous, and Mr. Simonds holds that, 
rather than agree to so high a total, 
President Hoover's people would favour 
uncontrolled rivalry. 

Continued building on this scale must 
reduce the national resources to a point at 
which the President's dreams of great 
national public works will be dissipated.

by themselves, rather than in sharing in 
all the circumstances of European 
political life.” Such is Mr, Simonds’s 
account of the mood and purpose of his 
country. It manifests the old error, 
which has led many nations to ruin, of 
supposing that any civilised people can 
live solely unto itself. The United States 
cannot refuse their share of responsibility 
for the world’s peace and yet escape 
embroilment. Only by co-operating with 
the friends of peace can the United States 
contribute to the hope of pekce. Jealousy 
of British sea power has done more to 
promote high naval expenses than any- 
thing else, and ever since the Great War 
the pace has been set by the United 
States, not by England.

State Town Tenants’ Commission. This 
report, on which we already have com- 
mented, consists, according to Sir John 
Keane, of ‘‘vague generalities,’ and 
lacks ‘‘precision and balance.” Its 
recommendations are ‘‘ reactionary,’’ and 
calculated ‘‘to do serious and permanent 
damage to the future of housing” in 
the Free State-. He alleges that the report 
bears no evidence of any desire to preserve 
the sanctity of contract, which, of course, 
is one of the chief bases of all commercial 
and industrial life. If, as Sir John Keane 
fears, the Free State Government proposes 
to give legislative force to the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission, a very heavy blow 
will be dealt at building enterprise. Since 
the war there has been a serious decline 
in competitive and speculative house 
building in this country. Partly, this 
‘slump’? was caused by the general 
depression of trade throughout the world, 
but, largely, it was due to the operation 
of the Rent Restriction Acts, which, 
necessary as they may have been when they 
were passed, undoubtedly inflicted a grave 
injustice on the house-owning community. 
Consequently, the supply of houses fell 
heavily into arrears, and only when rent 
restriction ceased did the builders begin 
to set to work again. As Sir John Keane 
pointed out, legislative interference with 
the freedom of contract is 
dangerous innovation. If it continues in 
the case of house property, capital 
assuredly will cease to be attracted towards 
building enterprise, and ultimately the full 
burden of housing will be thrown upon 
the State. The house owners’ principal 
objection to the Town Tenants’ report is 
the fact that it recommends the abroga- 
tion of freedom of contract. It proposes 
the establishment of a fair rent tribunal, 
thus attempting to apply to house property 
the same principle that was applied to 
land in this country. Sir Jobn Keane 
argues that, apart from the inequity of 
this proposal, its adoption would involve 
endless delay and heavy expense for every- 
body concerned, and in this respect we 
are inclined to agree with him. There is 
no doubt that something must be done to 
cope with the housing problem in the Free 
State, particularly in the City of Dublin. 
There are three parties to be considered in 
house—namely, the 
ground landlord, the leaseholder and the 
occupier. Sir John Keane contends that 
none of these parties ought to enjoy 
privileged legislation. They all should be 
completely free to make tleir contracts 
without interference by the State. Between 
this point of view and that of the Town 
Tenants’ report, there 
mean which would safeguard the interests 
of everybody, while at the same time help- 
ing to regulate the housing problem in an 
intelligent way. 
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Books in Germany. 


Foreign opinion on a writer’s work oiten 
is assumed to forecast the verdict of 
posterity. If it does, Mr. Edgar Wallace’s 
reputation will survive the present age ; for 
he now is the most popular English 
noveljst in Germany. According to a writer 
in the Observer, he has killed the market 
for Jack London, who was very popular 
before his arrival. It is interesting to 
note that the taste for sensational fiction 
is not confined to the English-speaking 
world, although it may be doubted if the 
next generation will be quite so keen on 
reading the adventures of master criminals 
—the variety of their murders, the in- 
genuity and magnitude of their robberies. 
Perhaps, the cinema has had some influence 
upon the popular taste in fiction. In 
Germany, however, fiction always has 
formed only a small percentage of the 
books which are published each year. 
Technica] works are purchased in great 
numbers by workingmen, and books of 
history and philosophy also are largely in 
demand. It is interesting to note that young 
Germany no longer reads stories about 
soldiers. Works which deal with aviation 
have taken the place of military and naval 
literature. The soldier, the sailor, the 
cowboy of the western plains, the detective 
and other followers of an adventurous life 
at different times have been the heroes of 
adventure-loving youth. The airman was 
bound to take his place among them. 
Probably in the near future there will be 


a special type of aeroplane fiction, in which 


the hero will encounter, not only the usual 
perils from the machinations of bad men, 
but also dangers from wind and sea which 
will test all his courage and knowledge of 
machinery. In spite of newer amusements 
it is significant to notice that in Germany, 
as well as in other countries, the reading 
habit is not being neglected, 
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Protection of Bird Life. 


Poets always have been the friends of 
birds. They have praised the “' small 
foulis ” that “ welcome the lord of light 


and: lamp of day” and the “‘ blithe 


spirit’’ that ‘‘ singing still dost soar, 
and: soaring ever singest.’’ It may seem 
to many prosaic people, however, that 
birds are more ornamental than useful. 
It’ is very pleasant to have them 
‘‘antheming the morn,” but, also, do 
they not destroy the crops? A reckless 
destruction of bird-life often is justified 
by the plea of economic necessity. Some 
telling arguments were advanced against 
this point of view at the annual meeting 
of the Royal Society for the Protection of 
Wild Birds. Sir George Courthope said 
that, as a farmer and a forester, he became 
more convinced every year of the economic 
value of bird life. Many gardeners and 
farmers regard birds as mortal enemies, 
but he assured them that they would find 
it infinitely more difficult to protéct 
themselves against the insects which 
birds destroy. He maintained even that 
the destruction of rooks was “ utterly 
wrong,” and that rooks do more good 
than harm. The Council of the Society 
has done much to safeguard bird life 
during the past year by establishing 
‘** sanctuaries,’’ and also by carrying on 
an educational tampaign in the schools. 
The chairman announced that an 
authoritative committee will make a 
thorough investigation of the economic 
losses and gains which are due to birds. 
It is intended to have an analysis pre- 
pared from the reports which. will be 
A statement 
then will be prepared which may be 
regarded as a standard work on this 
subject. 
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VICE-ADMIRAL J. W. L. 
M‘CLINTOCK. 

Vice-Admiral J. W. L. McClintock, C.B., 
D.8.0., President of the Royal Naval College 
at Greenwich, whose death is announced, at 
the age of 54, was nominated last November 
to be head of the naval establishments at 
Greenwich, to date February 27, says The 
Times. He had hardly taken up duty there 
when he fell seriously ill, and an operation 
was performed on March 6. He was a 
capable and talented sea officer, keen and 
zealous in his profession, and his untimely 
death is a loss to the service which will be 
widely regretted. All through the war he 
was in command of battleships at sea, in the 
Channel, the Dardanelles and the North Sea 
—a record held by few officers. Both in 
commands afloat and as an organiser and ad- 
ministrator on shore he had a high reputa- 
tion, like his father before him. 

John William Leopold McClintock was the 
son of the late Admiral Sir Leopold McClin- 
tock, K.C.B., the Arctic explorer who dis- 
covered the fate of Sir John Franklin. His 
mother was Annette Elizabeth, daughter of 
Mr. Robert Foster Dunlop, of Monasterboice 
House, County Louth. Vice-Admiral McClin- 
tock married in 1920 the Hon. Rose Anne 
Mary O'Neill, and had one son and two 
daughters. 


LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR C. 
RICHARDSON. 


Lieutenant-General ‘Sir Charles William 
Grant Richardson, of Rose Farm, Thorpe-le- 
Soken, near Clacton-on-Sea, died yesterday 
at Clacton Hospital after an operation. S.r 
Charles Richardson was born in 1862. He 
was an Indian Army officer of long and d.s- 
tinguished service, which included the South 
African War and the Great War, in add:- 
tion to other campaigns. He was General 
Officer Commanding the Poona district from 
1922 to 1926, and he retired in 1927. He was 
awarded the K.U.B. in 1925. He leaves a 
widow, three sons, and one daughter. 


SENATOR WILLIAM SEARS. 


We regret to announce that Senator 
Wilham Sears died on last Saturday night at 
his residence, Leinster road, Rathmines. Mr. 
Sears was born in Ballinrobe, Co. Mayo, 


about sixty years ago, and was a journalist 


by profession. He was always a keen 
olitician and figured prominently in the 
fationalist movement. He was one of the 
leading spirits in the constitutional move- 
ment in Co. Wexford, where he carried on 
lis journalistic activities during the ‘nineties, 


aud was a member of the National Directory 
of the United Irish League. 


About 1905, 
however, he severed his connection with the 
old Irish Nationalist Party and became an 
ardent follower of the doctrines of .the late 
Arthur Griffith. He was thus a strong 
supporter of the Sinn Fein cause, as well as 
of the Women’s Suffrage movement in 


association with the late Mr. Sheely- 


Skeffington. 


Mr. Sears wus on the National Executive 


of Sinn Féin for some time, and had served 
severa! terms of imprisonment. 


As Sinn Fe'n 
candidate he was elected unopposed for 
South County Mavo in 1918, and was re- 
elected (for the Dail) in 1921 and 1922. In 
1927, however, he stood as Cumann na 
Mr. 
Sears was a loval supporter of the Free State 
Government. On December 4th he went 
forward as a Government candidate for th» 
Senate, and was returned at the head of the 
poll. Mr. Sears was very popular witb his 
colleagues in the Dail and Senate. 


DR. ALEXANDER GRANVILLE. 

Dr. Alexander Granville, one of the fore- 
most medical. authorities in Egypt, whose 
work in Cairo and elsewhere gained him 
the honour of Pasha of Egypt, died in 
Lougon last Saturday night, after a long 
Ulness, at the age of fifty-five. Joining the 
Egyptian Government service after the 
South African War as an Inspector of the 
Public Health Department, Dr. Granville 
became Medical Officer of Health in Cairo 
in 1906, and it says much for his work that 
Cairo, which once had the unenviable record 
of having a death-rate larger than that of 
any city in Europe, gradually found itself 
worthy of comparison with many Western 
cities, 

Dr. Granville held a number of other 
official posts, including thai of Director of 
the Municipal Section, Ministry of the 
Interior, Cairo; Director-General of Alex- 
andria Municipality, and President of the 
International Quarantine Board of Egypt. 
During the Great War he was Commissioner 
of the British Red Cross in Egypt, and on 
the formation of the League of Nations he 
was made a member of the Medical Council. 
He was awarded the C.M.G. in 1916 and the 
C.B.E. in 1920. 


MR. OWEN LLOYD. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Owen Lloyd, professor of the harp, which 
occurred: yesterday at bia residence, 
Mentone,” Killiney, Co. Dublin. Mr. 
Lloyd, who was seventy-six years of age. 
had been ailing for about fifteen months. 

He was the son of the late Mr. Edwin 
Lloyd. of Glamorganshire, Wales, and was 
born in Kilkee, Co. Clare.

He enjoyed con- 
tiderable success on the concert platform, 
and was well known at the Antient Concert 
Rooms, Dublin. His last public appearance 
was on the occasion of the Pan-Celtic Con- 
gress a couple of years ago, in University 
College, Dublin.

All the talk in political circles during 
the week-end has been of the by-electiong 
of the past week, and, though a rather 
gloomy view was taken by Conservatives 
on Friday, there was a disposition yester- 
day to remember that such things have 
happened before prior to general elections, 
and have not been, indicative of the real 
feeling of the country. The adverse results 
may prove, in fact, to be a blessing in 
some ways, since they will wake up the 
rank and file of the Conservative Party, 
and possibly inspire some of the leaders 
to give a better lead than they have done 
of late. The Prime Minister, speaking at 
Leicester, showed that he is possessed of 


‘courage and conviction, and that he has 


faith in the future of his party. If he 
could secure a real battle cry and inspire 
his followers with his confidence, the 
prospects of the party would not be so 
bad. 


Wanted: a Programme. 


At present the Conservatives are in. 
clined to rest upon the laurels they have 
gained during the past four years, and 
their principal poster shows this tendency ; 
for it calls upon the public to “see what 
the Conservatives have done. The list. 
measures passed is interesting and in- 
structive, but what is now wanted is a 
first-class programme which will appeal 
to the new voter as well as the old. The 
Prime Minister possibly will make this 
present defect good when he enunciates 
the platform on which he will go to the 
country, but it would be useful if the 
electorate could be given some indication 
of what the Conservatives intend to do if 
returned to power. It already knows what 
Mr. Lloyd George promises to do, 


Cabinet Change. 


Rumours have been current during the 
past week that Mr. Baldwin will recon- 
struct his Government before the dissulu- 
tion, so that it may gain in strength and 
give greater assurance to the voter. Í 
imagine that the present Administration 
has seen fewer changes than any Govern- 
ment of this century; for Mr. Baldwin 
is most faithful to his colleagues and 
friends, and the present Cabinet has been 
described as a gathering of friends. (mn 
several occasions jt has been said that 
changes were imminent, some particular 
Minister being selected for promotion or 4 
peerage; but in the event rumour has 
seldom been correct. The departure of the 
Earl of Birkenhead was a blow to Mr. 
Baldwin, but, since the resignation was 
due to personal and family reasons, it 
had no effect on the Government. Now it 
is suggested that the time has come when 
some young blood could be introduced 
into the Government with advantage, pro- 
vided, always that Mr. Baldwin remains in 
command. 


A Liberal Revival. 


Since the present Government came into 
power it has experienced only fifteen losses 


-out of sixty-one by-elections, a record 


which is rather better than that of any 
Government holding office since 1900, The 
unfortunate thing is that a proportion of 
the defeats have ‘come at a moment when 
they made the greatest possible effect. 
That there is something of a Liberal 
revival must be acknowledged, but whether 
it will last is another story. An analysis 
of the nine by-elections which have taken 
place this year show a decline in the 
Conservative vote of nearly 45,000, while 
the Liberal vote has improved by 16,000, 
the Socialist vote remaining neariy 
stationary. Much of the falling away in 
the Conservative vote is due to apathy, 
and Mr. Baldwin will have to see that 
this is swept away. 


Foch's Requiem. 


The Requiem for” the late Marshal 
Foch in Westminster Cathedral yesterday 
morning was magnificently done. Every 
detail of a long and intricate service was 
rendered with almost meticulous care by 
the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster, 
assisted by a number of bishops and other 
clerical dignitaries. The Prince of Wales 
was received at the West door of the 
Cathedral by two bishops and escorted to 
a lonely seat placed near the catafalque, 
while opposite sat the Prime Minister, 
also by himself. The Prince carefully 
followed the Service, particularly the 
final absolutions given at the close, when 
the Cardinal, in black and gold cope, 
with a white mitre, came to the catafalque 
with incense and holy water, the other 
clerics forming a circle which surrounded 
the Prince and the Prime Minister. The 
congregation consisted of some four thou- 
sand well-known people, including Prince 
Arthur of Connaught. 


The Betting Tax. 


I mentioned some days ago that it was 
likely that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer would make an alteration in 
the betting tax, and I now learn that. 
while the tax will not be dropped 
altogether, it will be altered by the intro- 
duction of a method of licensing commts- 
sion agents.

The Duke of Gloucester.

FLIGHT. 


ROYAL AIR FORCE ’PLANE 
READY FOR ATTEMPT. 


It was learned in air circles in London 
last night that the great Fairey mono- 
plane, specially built for the Royal Air 
Force, in crder to attack the world’s non- 
stop long-distance and duration ‘“‘ re- 
cords,’ will probably leave Cranwell 
Aerodrome to-day in an attempt to fly 
six thousand miles: non-stop to South 
Africa. | 4 

“Thé machine, which is driven by a 
single 450 horse-power engine, carries over 
three tons of petrol in special tanks, built 
into the wings. It is calculated that this 
amount of fuel ‘will be sufficient for a 
non-stop flight of between seventy and 
eighty hours. 

The machine will be piloted on its 
“ record ’’-breaking attempt by Squadron- 
Teader Jones-Williams, while Flight- 
Lieutenant Major will act as second pilot 
and navigator. 


DEATH OF GENERAL 
SARRAIL. 


THE MAN WHO SAVED 
VERDUN, 

General Maurice Sarrail, one of the most 
notable of French commanders during the 
Great War, died in Paris on Saturday last, 
aged seventy-two years. His name at one 
time was put forward for supreme com- 
mand in place of General Joffre, but un- 
signed attacks on Joffre were traced to his 
headquarters; he was removed from his 
command in the Argonne and sent in com- 
mand of the éxpedition to Salonika. 

Sarrail’s name will be remembered for 
his great work on the Western front. He 
was in command of the Sixth Army Corps 
at the critical point when war broke out, 
and after the failure of the ‘first French 
offensive his withdrawal to the Meuse was 
a masterpiece of fighting and manceuvring. 
His most noteworthy achievement was at 
Verdun. With three army corps and three 
divisions of reserves he held the fortress, 
and inflicted shattering defeats on seven 
German army corps. Joffre had one 
zested that Verdun should be abandoned, 
but Sarrai] thought otherwise. He held 
on, and by keeping touch with the French 
Army on his left he defeated the German 
plan to close in on either side of Verdun. 
Sarrail, by maintaining a solid front while 
the others fought out the issue to the west- 
ward, contributed greatly tothe victory of 
the Marne and to the German Command's 
decision to withdraw. 

Beyond a doubt it was Sarrail who saved 
Verdun. Military critics hold that if he 
had been given sufficient force to drive 
home a counter-attack against the German 
flank, the .consequences would have been 
deadly to the enemy. Jn July of 1915 he 
was removed from his command, but his 
friends were active, and they soon pro- 
cured him an appointment in command of 
the Salonika force. For a time his new 
appointment was popular, but he did not 
pull well with the Allies, and before long 
he was relieved of his command, 

After the war he took to politics, but in 
1925 he was appointed High Commissioner 
in Syria. His partiality to certain native 
elements was among the causes of the 
Jebel Druse revolt, and the shelling of the 
native quarter of Damascus added fuel to 
the fire. A commission of inquiry was 
appointed, Sarrail was deprived of his 
command, and his public career was at an 
end.

“TORNADOES IN | 


MANY LIVES: LOST. 
FLOOD: IN. THE 


From “Tug Times ’’ ConRRESPONDENT, 


NEW YORK, Sunday: 
Torrential rains and tornadoes in the 
Southern States yesterday caused the loss 
of many ‘lives and: aggravated: the misery 
of those recently made homeless by- floods, 
besides doing much damage to property. 
The States which suffered most were 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Georgia. A cloudburst over 
Cumberland plateau caused a number of 
small streams to overflow their banks in 
Tennessee, isolating small: communities - 
and taking an unknown toll of lives. 
One of these streams, White's Creek, 
carried off a cabin in which a number of 
boy scouts were sleeping. They climbed 
to- the roof, refusing to take their plight 
seriously, but, suddenly, the cabin was 
struck. by a floating tree and collapsed. 
Thirteen of the patrol escaped, but four, 
including the scoutmaster, became en- 
tangled in the débris and were drowned. 


FIVE FACTORIES WRECKED. 
At Harriman ninteen persons were 
drowned by the sudden rise of the Emery 
River, which wrecked five factories and 
swept sixty-eight houses from their 
foundations and turned railway cars into 
floating battering- rams. At one time 
there were thirty feet of water in the 
town. 
In addition, a dozen other towns were 
flooded. At Oakdale a landslip in a 
tunnel wrecked a rdilway train. Ten 
miles above Rockwood a bridge of steel 
and concrete was torn into fragments. 


5,000 HOMELESS. 
In Kentucky, Jackson and Hazard, in 
the Kentucky River valley, and Somerset, 
Harlan, Pineville, Middlesboro and 
Burnside, in the Cumberland River 
valley, were flooded. No loss of life is 
reported from that State, but 5,000 
persons were made homeless, and bridges 
and railway tracks were washed away. 
In Mississippi a tornado demolished 
fifteen cabins in the negro section of 
Harriston and killed three children. 
The Red Cress yesterday telegraphed 
to the local organisations in Tennessee to 
prepare for serious floods from the Ten- 
nessee River from Florence, Alabama, to 
the confluence with the Ohio River. 
_ The lower Mississippi valley is expect- 
ing a long siege by high water, because 
the Tennessee and Cumberland Rivers 
and their tributary streams are far above 
the flood stage. 
At Memphis, Tennessee, the Mississippi 
River. is six feet: above the flood stage. 
The Yazoo River is spreading over the 
country at Yazoo City, Mississippi, and 
the Tombingbee River is dangerously high 
at Aberdeen, Mississippi. =

Efforts had  beén made to. ensure 
secrecy, but news of the impending 
exhumation leaked out and a few of the 
villagers gathered in the lane outside the 
churchyard while the gravediggers were 
at work. No onlookers were falicwed in 
the churchyard. When the coffin was 
brought to the surface the villagers in the 
lane stood silent and bareheaded. 


EERIE SCENE IN CHURCHYARD. 
It was half-past ten o'clock on Saturday 
night when Mr. C. J. Whiting, who has 
been parish clerk and sexton for forty- 
two years, arrived with six assistants, all 
young villagers. Simultaneously with the 
re-opening of the old grave the new one 
was dug. The moon was so bright that 
only occasionally did the men need to 
ase the electric torches which they had 
with them. 

The new grave is in a line with the 
chancel of the ancient stone church and is 
flanked by a stately elm and a yew tree. 
Immediately the coffin of the great 
Liberal statesman was lowered into its 
final resting-place the grave was filled in. 
The work was completed about two o clock 
on Sunday morning. 


REASON FOR CHANGE.

The reason for the removal of the coffin 
was stated by Lady Oxford in February 
to be that, through an error, the original 
grave was dug in a position where the 
space around it did not admit of the 
erection of a memorial which she had 
designed. This was a casket-shaped 
tombstone, modelled from the design of 
several of the most beautiful examples of 
this type of memorial in Cotswold 
village churchyards, which Lady Oxford 
and her husband had often admired. 


MEXICAN REVOLT. 


REBELS ATTACKS ON 
MAZATLAN, 


———— 


Feom Revuter’s CorresPoNDeENT. 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 

It is reported that the Mexican rebels 
have abandoned their position before 
Mazatlan, after suffering heavy casualties, 
It is believed that the rebel cavalry and } 
infantry are still manceuvring some 
distance away from the city, but it is not 
vet known whether this signifies prepara- 
tion for another attack. 


‘Tue Times ’’ CorRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

The Mexican insurgents have taken the 
offensive on several fronts. Since Friday 
afternoon they have been making repeated 
attacks on Mazatlan, on the Pacific Coast, 
apparently in the hope of capturing the 
town before the reinforcements, under 
General Don Lazaro Cardenas, can reach 
General Carillo from Torreon. 
The Federals are entrenched across the 
narrow strip of land which connects 
Mazatlan with the mainlafid. On Friday 
the insurgent cavalry attacked five times, 
but were driven back by machine-gun fire. 
In the course of this engagement both 
sides used artillery. At one time the in- 
surgents took up their position in a 
cemetery, whence they could: rake - the 
Federal trenches, but were bombed out by 
an aeroplane. i 
'They sent an aeroplane oí theit own over 
the town to drop thousands of: leaflets, 
urging the soldiers and civilians to join 
the insurrection. On Saturday the in- 
surgents again attempted several times to 
take the Federal position by assault, and 
once were close to the electrified wire in 
front of the trenches. 

The defence was assisted by the fire from 
the gunboat Progresso. 


“ CATHOLIC RISINGS.” 

General Don [Plutarco Calles, the 
Minister for War, who is in command at 
Torreon, has had to detach 5,000 more 
troops from’ his ‘Northern expedition to 
combat what the Government calls Catholic 
risings in the States of Jalisco and Guana- 
juato; meanwhile an insurgent force has 
moved south from Jiminez to Bermejillo, 
thirty miles north of Torreon. 

General Escobar said yesterday, at 
Juarez, that if the Federals failed to 
aitack his forces at Bermejillo, the in- 
surgents would make a drive on Torreon. 
His forces include 2,800 Yaqui Indian 
cavalry, who are among the best fighting 
men in Mexico. 


RAILWAYS WRECKED. 

General Calles reported to the Presi- 
dent yesterday that the column under 
General A]lmazan was pursuing the insur- 
gents in the State of Chihuahua, but that 
his progress was being delayed on account 
of the. destruction of the railway. and 
bridges by General Escobar’s men. They 
had torn up 935 miles of track between 
Torreon and Chihuahua City,  three- 
fourths of it north of Escalon. Mór i 
traitors,'”” wrote General Calles, in his 
telegram, ““seemingly did not consider 
for a single moment the enormous losses 
and sacrifices their action is causing the 
country.” He declared that the activities 
of the insurgents before Mazatlan were 
ridiculous, and reported that his airmen 
had informed him that a good many in- 
surgents were still near Jiminez, and that 
others were at Escalon, waiting to tear up 
more of the railway in case of a Federal 
advance. 

REBEL VICTORIES CLAIMED. 

The insurgents claim several victories in 
the States of Coahuila, Durango and 
Zacatecas. At Colorado, in Zacatecas, the 
insurgents dispersed a Federal force of 
infantry, which, with a number of others, 
fled to the mountains, when a revolt in 
the town broke out simultaneously with 
the insurgent attack. 

General Rodiguez, in: command of the 
Federals in Sonora, has gathered 35,000 
infantry and 800 cavalry from San Luis 
de Sonora for an attack on Nogales. He 
claims to have twelve bombing aeroplanes. 
In order to attack Nogales his forces will 
have to cross 80 miles of desert. 

Motor lorries have already placed 
barrels of water at short intervals across 
the -greater part of this distance.

The United States Consul at Guaymas, 
in Sonora, has sent to Washington a 
notice, signed by Don Manuel Aguirre, an

OCCUPANTS ESCAPE IN 
NIGHT ATTIRE. | 

Occupants of a picturesque country 
mansion at Cookham Rise, Berkshire, had 
narrow escapes in the early hours of 
yesterday morning, when they awoke to 
find a ‘portion of the house ablaze. A 
Labrador dog was burnt to death. 

The mansion, which stands in its. own 
grounds, is known as “ Whiteladies,’’ and 
was occupied by Mrs. Brooking, her 
butler, Mr. Lister, and his wife and child. 

‘*T was awakened shortly before two 
a.m.,” said Mrs. Brooking to a Press 
representative, “by a smell of burning 
and found the old portion of the house on 
fire. I at once*aroused the others, and 
we were just able to get out by the front 
door in time. The firemen managed to 
save a portion of the more modern wing 
and some of the furniture.” 

Mrs. Brooking and her staff had only 
time to don coats over their night clothes 
before making their dash for safety. 
When Mr. Lister and his wife were 
roused they first made for a stairease 
leading to the back of the house, but they 
found escape in this direction cut off by 
flames and smoke. They were, however, 
able to make their way along a narrow 
passage to the front of the house to join 
Mrs. Brooking and so escape. 

The Maidenhead and Wooburn fire 
brigades were summoned. Lientenant- 
Colonel P. Johns, who was in charge of 
the Maidenhead brigade, said: ‘* The 
house consists of a modern wing and a 
very much older portion. When we 
arrived the old part was well alight, and, 
as there was a lot of woodwork, Jath ui 
plaster in it, it burnt with amazing speed. 

“ We were handicapped to some extent 
by the fact that there was only one 
hydrant available, but while one party of 
four men strove to save the modern portion 
the rest of us set to work to save as much 
of the contents as possible. 

“ We worked for a time in the blazing 
old wing with pieces of burning ceiling 
falling on us, and we were able to get a 
certain amount of the furniture out. 
Eventually we were able to save most of 
the modern wing and its contents.’ 

Mrs. Brooking, after her alarming 
éxperience, went to the house of friends 
in the district, and Mr. Lister and his 
wife and child were accommodated with 
neighbours.

ZEPPELIN’S FLIGHT TO 
THE EAST.

STOWAWAY WHO WANTS 
TO BE A PILOT,

PRIEDRICHSHAVEN, Monday. 

A young waiter was discovered late last 
night hidden in the hangar of the Graf 
Zeppelin, immediately before she sailed on 
her Mediterranean cruise. When inter- 
rogated he said that bis whole ambition 
was to become a pilot, and he thought he 
might be able to achieve his aim by 
smuggling himself into the airship. | 

TO JERUSALEM. 

The Graf Zeppelin left here at fifty-four 
minutes past midnight—Central European 
time—to-night on her Mediterranean cruise 
oi, roughly, 5,000 miles. 

The dirigible easily ascended, in spite of 
strong ground winds, and quickly dis- 
appeared to the westward over Lake 
Constance, in the direction of Bale. 

From Bale she will proceed to Desancon, 
whence she will follow the Valley of the 
Rhone to Marseilles. 

The turther route will be determined by 
the weather conditions prevailing over the 
Mediterranean, but at present it is pro- 
posed to fly via Genoa, Milan, Rome and 
Tarento to Greece, then on the Cyprus, 
Jaffa and Jerusalem. 

The Zeppelin will then turn back, and, 
passing once more over Athens, will tly via 
Constantinople, Constanza, Varna, Sofia, 
Belgrade, Budapesth and Vienna, back to 
Friedrichshaven. The entire trm is exe 
pected to last four days. 

THE PASSENGERS. 

Among the twenty-eight passengers are 
Herr Loebe, President of the Reichstag ; 
Herr Koch, Minister af Communications ; 
the late Count Zeppelin’s only daughter, 
Countess Brandenstein; the chief Editor 
of the Egyptian newspaper, The Pyramids 
(41 Ahram), and Lady Drummond Hay, 
who took part in the airship’s flight last 
year across the Atlantic, when she had 
such a stormy passage. i 

The Graf Zeppelin is manned by a crew 
of 41, and is carrying some 16,000 letters, 
mostly for Egypt, Greece, and Czecho- 
Slovakia.

An official statement issuel at the 
coastguard headquarters to-day says the 
pursuit and sinking of the ritish 
schooner Imalone on Friday as a sus- 
pected rum-runner by the Gulf of Mexico 
coastguard patrol was “ in accord with 
the well-known doctrine of international 
Jaw, which authorises the continuous 
ES of a vessel that has violated the 
aw within the waters over which the 
United States has control.” 

Sir Esme Howard called at the State 
Department to-day to inquire about the 
sinking of the Imalone. His Excellency 
said that he had received no official infor- 
mation about the case and asked the 
Department to enlighten him. 

The Ambassador was given a promise 
that this would be done when information 
was available. 

A STERN CHASE. 

Reports relayed from New Orleans 
from the coastguard stations state that 
the United States cutter Walcott, acting 
under orders to capture the Imalone (port 
of registry, Belize, British Honduras), 
first encountered the schooner off Trinity 
Shoals, approximately 200 miles south- 
east of Marsh Island. The schooner did 
not obey the order to heave to, but fled 
towards Puerto, Mexico. 

The Walcott placed a shell in the 
schooner’s rigging, but was unable to 
overtake her because of the intervening 
shoal water. 

The chase, however, continued with the 
aid of other United States coastguard 
m- including the Dexter. 

he Imalone was sighted again on 
Friday near ‘‘ 60 deg.’’ The Dexter fired 
repeatedly at her till she sank without an 
offer to surrender. 

The reports state that all the members 
of the crew were saved except a negro. 

SMUGGLING FOR FIVE YEARS. 

Admiral Bullard, head of the Coast- 
guard Service, says:—“The Imalone has 
been a notorious smuggler for years. This 
ends a career of nearly five years, during 
which she had been engaged in contraband 
operations off the American coast, all of 
which time she has been under the close 
supervision of the Coastguard Service. 

“She left Belize on March 12th with a 
eargo of liquor, ostensibly destined for 
Bermuda. Nine days later the cutter 
Walcott reported her off Trinity Shoals, 
in the Gulf of ‘Mexico, and the coastguard 
estimated that at this point she was at 
least five hundred miles off the regular 
course to Bermuda. ' : 

“The Walcott took up the pursuit, aided 
by other vessels summoned by wireless, 
and was ordered to use all possible 
resources to intercept her.” 

It appears that the negro died as a

In an article under the heading ‘ Books 
and MS. for Sale,” in your issue of the 17th, 
I figure as one of the authors whose waste 
paper baskets are proving gold mines to 
dealers in relics. 

Now it does not seem to me to matter a

genuine or not, provided he believes it is. 
But it may matter a little to the person thus 
venerated. If, for instance, a jawbone were 
sold as having played an authentic part in 
my platform eloquence, I should like it to 
be a healthy jawbone, and not one bearing 
evidence of diseases from which I have never 
suffered. If a manuscript poem, I should like 
it to be fairly up to my literary mark, and 
not to imply amatory personal relations which 
I have never enjoyed. :

: When I make a marginal note, which 
happeus, perhaps, once in twenty-five years, 
I write the letter “s” and the letter “r in 
the ordinary way, and not as printed.

Meanwhile, will dealers and 
collectors be reasonably critical and not 
repeat a mistake which only the prevalent 
mania can excuse?

HOUSE-OWNERS 
ALARMED. 


REPORT OF TOWN TENANTS 
COMMISSION, 


THE SANCTITY OF 
CONTRACT,

The annual general meeting of the Irish 
House Owners’ Protection Association was 
held at the Mansion House, Dublin, ‘Senator 
Sir John Keane, Bart., presiding. 

The Chairman said that they had come 
together in times somewhat anxious for the 
interests they represented. They had reason 
to believe that legislation would shortly be 
introduced bringing generally into effect the 
Ean contained in the report of the Town 

enants Commission. He had read the re- 
port carefully, and found it full of a lot of 
vague generalities. It was lacking in pre- 
cision and balance. As far as he could see, 
the recommendations were most reactionary in 
character, and were calculated to do serious 
and permanent damage to the future of hous- 
ing in this country. One would not expect 
such recommendations to emanate from a 
tribunal the chairman of which was a judge 
of the High Court. , 

From the beginning to the end of the report. 

there was no evidence of recognition of the 
fact that the Fianna oí the sanctity oí 
contract was of the utmost importance in any 
social endeavour to attract capital for the 
purposes of development. During the past 
ten years the competitive and speculative 
builder had ceased to be a factor in the 
economics of housing, and this has been 
largely due to legislative interference in the 
form of rent restrictions, with the result that 
housing in this country was seriously in 
arrears, and the health of a large section of 
the community was gravely menaced. 
_ If this legislative interference was continued 
in the permanent form suggested in the 
recommendations of the Commission’s report, 
he had no doubt whatever that private 
capital would cease completely to be attracted 
towards the building of houses, and the entire 
burden of sheltering the citizens of this 
country would be cast upon the State. 

“I am fully aware,” said the speaker, 
“ that in dealing with the somewhat intricate 
problem of house ownership there are several 
interests to be considered. There is the 
ground landlord, the leaseholder, and the 
occupier. In my opinion, none of these 
interests are entitled to any preferential 
legislative treatment, as the origin of each of 
them is in contract, and, therefore, should 
be maintained in contract.” 


THE FAIR RENT TRIBUNAL, 

*‘ Amongst the most serious of the recom- 
mendations contained in the report,” he con- 
tinued, “is that which suggests the setting 
up of a fair rent tribunal, which will have 
jurisdiction to fix rents and renew tenancies. 
Apart from the delay and expense involved 
in this procedure, there is the grave depar- 
ture from precedent which no facts given 
before the Commission in evidence can justify. 

‘“‘It is unfortunate that the personnel of 
the Commission seemed to be so impressed 
by the idea of applying the principles of land 
legislation as known in this country to the 
conditions of housing. I am, as a lJand- 
owner, fully experienced and hardened to 
the repeated legislative attempts to restrict, 
if not to confiscate, our interests, and, as a 
consequence, we have evolved a fighting 
spirit, which may indeed be of little service 
to the community, but which is the unavoid- 
able outcome of being unduly attacked. You 
houseowners of this country are now being 
driven to a similar impasse, and unless all 
your forces are recruited and united the con- 
sequences to each of you are most serious. 

** The “agg oe time is perhaps more preg- 
nant with danger to the members of this 
Society and those of the houseowners who 
are not members than any period since the 
inception of the Association, and I take this 
opportunity of warning you to stand firmly 
together, and each of you, by your indivi- 
dual efforts, should add to the strength and 
fighting force of this Association.” 

In conclusion, Sir John praised the work 
of the Executive Committee, the secretary 
and the law agent. 


EXECUTIVE'S REPORT. 


The report of the Executive Council for 
the year ended 3ist Decemher,. 1928, whith 
was adopted, referred to the steps taken in 
connection with the report of the Town 
Tenants’ Commission. Council pre- 
pared a short statement setting out their 
views, with special reference to the serious 


houses “ to let.” This report was sent to 
the Government on the Ist October, 1928. 
Subsequently a letter was addressed to the 
Minister for Justice requesting him to re- 
ceive a deputation, and the Minister, in 
reply, stated that no useful purpose would 
be served by a deputation at that time, and 
vs was deeided not, to press íor a deputation 
then. 

A further communication was addressed to 
the Minister for Justice, and, as no reply 
was forthcoming, a special communication 
was dispatched to President Cosgrave re- 
age him to receive a deputation, and 
he had intimated that the matter was 
receiving his attention. 

In the meantime a communication was 
addressed to the other political parties 
asking them to receive a deputation, and the 
Fianna Fail Party had consented to receive 
a deputation on Wednesday, 27th March. 

“It is important to recognise, ” continued 
the report, “that the present moment is, 
perhaps, the most vital in the existence of 
the Association, as upon the legislation which 
will be introduced by the Government 
depends the future existence of property 
owners in An Saorstat. The members of the 
Executive Council have individually done 
everything possible to acquaint the various 
members of the Oireachtas of the actual 
position. It is regrettable, however, that the 
vast majority of houseownere are prepared to 
enable the small number of enthusiastic 
houseowners to bear the brunt of the battle, 
and each and every owner of property in the 
Free State is, therefore, urged to get in 
touch with his representative in the Dail and 
Senate. and impress upon them the necessity 
of dealing with the housing problem in a fair 
and honest manner, irrespective of the voting 
power of any particular section of the com- 


munity.’ 


DERRY 'BUS SERVICE 
UNDER NEW CONTROL. 


A WAGES PROBLEM. 


The Derry Corporation’s Municipal “bus 
staff are under notice, and it is proposed to 
transfer them to the employment of Messrs. 
Catherwood, Ltd., Belfast. This firm is 
taking over the municipal staff at the end of 
the month. The men, however, have passed 
a resolution declaring that they will not 
accept employment in Messrs. Catherwood’s 
service at a reduction of their wages, or 
worsening of their conditions. 

Mr. George Gleave, national organiser o 
of the Omnibus Workers’ Union; Mr. J. F. 
Gillespie, organising secretary of the same 
Union, and Councillor P. Healy, local 
organiser of the Transport Workers’ Union, 
last Saturday had a long conference with the 
Mayor ana Town Clerk with a view of 
getting Messrs. Catherwood to take the 
municipal staff over at their present wages 
and conditions, but the only outcome of the 
conference was that it was arranged to dis- 
cuss the matter at the next meeting of the 
Corporation next Wednesday. 

At a conference which the men’s representa- 
tives had with Mr. Catherwood, Mr. Cather- 
wood told. them that he was only prepared 
to take the municipal staff over at the wages 
and conditions existing in his service. 

The men’s. representatives’ have reported 
the matter to the Northern Ministry of

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MR. DE VALERA AND 
IRISH NEEDS. 


A PLEA FOR PROTECTION 


a Seen 


_Mr. de Valera, speaking at a meeting in 
Kilkenny last night, made a strong plea for 
all-round protection. The Free State Govern- 
ment, he said, had trying to lull people 
into a sense of security by saying that we had 
turned the corner. If the present rate ot 
emigration continued, in a very short time we 
would be in sight of reaching that position 
which 7'he Times dreamt of, nearly 70 years 
ago, when it said that an Irishman would be 
as rare on the banks of the Shannon as a 
Indian on the shores of Manhattan. The loss 
of 44 millions of people in the last eighty 
years did not represent the true loss which, 
when the natural growth of the population 
was taken into account, amounted to seventeen 
millions. 

Do not think, he said, that we would not 
be able to support. that number. We would 
have over 20 millions before we wquid be as. 
thickly populated as’ Belgium, and to-day. 
Belgium is a prosperous country. 

r. de Valera went on to say that the 
drain of emigration was continuing, and if it 
did continue there could be no hope for the 
future of this nation. It seemed to be the 
policy of the Free State Government to con- 
tinue the old policy of England, to wee this 
country as a farm_ for England, to 

ive her cheap _ food, an absorb 
er manufactures. Why were our people 
unemployed? Because we were stupid, and 
foolish enough to give employment to the 
foreigner by using his manufactures. The way 
to stop emigration and solve unemployment 
was to start at once building up those indus- 
tries that were necessary to supply our own 
needs. There was no reason why we should 
wot conserve for ourselves the home market. 
It would be the safest market—safer than a 
foreign market, where world competition had 
to be faced. 

Seven million pounds was spent on imports 
of foreign wheat and flour. They could set 
out on a programme of growing a larger por- 
tion of that wheat, which was a key crop, 
for the increase of ——_ If this country 
ccased importing and produced itself the grain 
preducts imported at present it would mean 
something like six million pounds put into 
the pockets of our people, and if we manufac- 
tured clothing and the like, which at present 
was imported, there would be a net saving of 
something like fourteen million pounds a year. 


WHY PROTECTION IS DESIRABLE. 
We have been pressing for protection of our 
industries, Mr. de Valera proceeded, because 
we realise that we cannot against present com- 
petition build up our industries in early years 
without such sg soir We know that in 
the long run it is going to benefit, the peoble 
us a whole. The se State Executive have 
had to be driven every inch along that road, 
and I hope that the people will continue driv- 
ing them along it. They are still under the 
thumbs of the large importers. These are 
their masters. : 
If the Government set out to make this 
country as selí-contained economically as pos- 
sible the drain of emigration, 1 believe, in a 
few years would cease. Over £200,000,000 of 
Irish capital was invested abroad, which 
should be used to build up Irish industry. If 
we had reasonable conditions under which 
industry could prosper, it would be possible 
to bring back that capital. He concluded by 
speaking of the ne for the building of 
40,000 houses, and suggested the floating of a 
national loan to finance the scheme, which 
loan, he was sure, would be subscribed to at 
home. The Government had been blaming 
local authorities in connection with the 
housing shortage, and the Minister for Local 
Government had pointed out how the rates 
had been reduced ina number of places where 
there were Commissioners by getting rid of 
waste. I. asked myself, Mr. de Valera re- 
marked, when he said that, would the time, 
I wonder, come when the ple would say : 
“We will put in a Commissioner instead of 
the whole Free State Government, and see 
how much we will be able to save by it.” 

Mr. T. Derrig, T.D., said that, unfortu- 
nately, the question of partition was assuming 
an uglier and gore sinister aspect than for 
some time past, and it threw a remarkable 
searchlight on the motives and sincerity of 
those within the twenty-six counties who asked 
for co-operation and friendly relations be- 
tween the twenty-six counties and the six in 
the north-east that they could remain dumb 
and silent, while such infamous injustice and 
unscrupulous measures were being passed in 
the six cpus in order to deprive their, 
Nationali fellow-countrymen up 
their rights as Irishmen

TWO SKIPPERS FINED AT 


GALWAY. 


Before District Justice Ford at Galway last 
Saturday Frederick Jack Simmons, of 16 
North street, Haverford West, Milford Haven, 
skipper of the steam trawler Slebech, and 
Henry Gue, of 73 Shakespeare avenue, 
Milford Haven, skipper of the Phineas Beard, 
were charged with fishing in prohibited waters 
between Hag’s Head, in County Clare, and 
the North of Aran Isles, in Galway Bay, last 
Thursday. 

Mr. R. J. Kelly, State Solicitor, Galway, 
rosecuted on behalf of the Free State 
Ministry of Lands and Fisheries, and Mr. 
Macternan, solicitor, of Messrs. Blake and 
Kenny, Galway, defended. 

Commander Thompson, of the Free State 
patrol boat Muirichu, swore that on Thursday 
at 2.25 p.m. he saw the Phineas Beard go 
inside the line and remain there for over half 
an hour. He boarded the trawler and took 
the skipper on board. The vessel was taken 
to Galway, and the nets and other fishing 
gear were seized. 

Samuel Nelson, second officer on the 
Muirichu, corroborated. He was cross- 
examined MNÁ | the point at which it was 
“said that the Phineas Beard crossed the 
ine. ' 

Captain Gue swore that he was trawling 
outside the limit line on Thursday, and he 
saw the Muirichu coming when she was six 
miles away. His boat still continued towards 
the line. He then took his bearings and 
ray that he was half a mile outside the 
Imit. 

_ Mr. Kelly—I Paw it to you that you came 
in because the fishing outside was not good? 
—No, the fishing outside was very good. 

William Owens, mate on the Phineas Beard, 
gave similar evidence, and denied that they 
went inside. 

fo Mr. Kelly—His vessel’s compass was 
not accurate. This concluded the evidence. 
and Mr. Macternan asked the Justice to hold 
that even if there had been an offence it was 
of a very technical nature, 

Mr, Kelly asked the Justice to hold that 
the case had been clearly proved on Captain 
Thompson’s evidence. 

Similar evidence to that adduced in the 
first case was given in the charge against 
Skipper Simmons, of the Slebeck. 

The Justice convicted the defendants, and 
said that. he would fine them the maximum

ITALY VOTES FOR 
“FASCISM. 


i. AGREEMENT. 
CLERGY FLOCK TO THE 
POLLING. BOOTHS. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Sunday. 

A line of WDante’s speaks of Italy as 
il bel paese Dove, il si suona—the fair Jand 
where the “ yes’’ (si) sounds. That deserip- 
tion of Italy was never so appropriate as to- 
day, when from the Alps to the Ionian Sea 
the entire country, cities as well as the 
smallest. villages, is covered with large 
placards, each hearing the word “Ni” in 
many sizes, while millions of “ Sis’ were 
dropped by the electors at the polling booths 
to signify the plebiscite approval of the 
Fascist régime. 

Rome presented an aspect of great anima- 
tion from early morning. The city is divided 
into many electoral districts, each having a 
voting placo—generally school premises, 
decorated with the Italian tricolour and the 
Rome municipal flag, besides the: emblem of 
the Lictors’ Fasces. 

_ MUSSOLINI’S GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Signor Mussolini gave a good example, 
heing among the first to go to the poll, a 
early as eight o’clock in the morning. His 


famous Trevi Fountain, a few minutes’ walk 
from his office in the Chigi Palace, the seat 
of thesForeign Ministry. 

Signor Turati, who happened to be President 
of the Electoral Board of the Via Poli, re- 
ceived Signor Mussolini, and, in accordance 
with the regulations, formally inspected the 
Duce’s credentials in order to identify him. 
The Premier was then given two voting 
tickets, one with the word ‘“‘ yes,’” the other 
with the word ‘‘ no.”’ 

On entering the booth Signor Mussolini 
folded and sealed the two tickets, putting one 
in a ballot box inside the booth. Coming 
out he handed the other to Signor Turati. 
The crowd cheered Signor Mussolini, crving 
“Long live Fascism!” ‘Long live the 
Duce!’’ while the Premier saluted in Roman 
fashion, raising his right arm. 

Signor Turati ed next after the Chief, 
then Prince Boncompagni, Governor of Rome, 
who also presented identification papers. 

Black Shirts were at the efitrance to each 
polling booth, with rifles. There were also 
carabineers, but hitherto order has not been 
clisturbed. 

CROWDED CHURCHES. 

_ The number of voters was remarkable. It 
included many priests and monks, who are 
understood to have voted “ yes.” Most of the 
voters went to the polls after having been to 
church, as it was Palm Sunday. The churches 
were more crowded than they have been for 
some “years. 

Large numbers of people wore pieces of 
palm distributed during the religious services 
in their button holes as an emblem of peace, 
since the number of Catholics voting “yes” 
is intended not only to endorse the Fascist 
régime, but to express satisfaction at the 
reconciliation of Church and State. 

PRELATES’ VOTES. 

The demonstration of adherence to the 
Fascist régime by the Catholic clergy was 
even more marked in the provinces than in 
the capital. In some places the clergy headed 
by bishops went to. the polls en masse. 
Cardinal Lafontaine, Patriarch of Nice, 
Cardinal Gamba, Archbishop of Turin, and 
Cardinal Maffi, Archbishop of Pisa, after the 
Palm Sunday celebrations went to vote for 
Fascism. 

Among the electors to be seen marching to 
the polls were disabled men and old men 
hardly able to walk. Telegrams and radio-- 
grams from the crews of Italian ships notify- 
ing their loyalty to the régime have been 
received. 

At four in the afternoon about eighty or 
ninety per cent. of the persons on the register 
had polled. . Several stations closed down 
early in the afternoon as there was nobody 
who had not voted. 

A feature in some districts was processions 
of peasants and workmen marching to the 
stations with band and banners. In some 
constituencies the local authorities had to 
start a register for non-electors to sign so as 
to have an opportunity of manifesting their 
adherence. 2" , 
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A HUNDRED YEARS’ WORK, 


LECTURE BY FATHER GWYNN. . 


Continuing his course of lectures on the 
centenary of Catholic Emancipation, the Rev. 
A. Gwynn, 8.J., lectured yesterday on the 
progress made by Irish Catholics during the 
past hundred years, 

Having outlined the poverty-stricken state 
of the country at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, Father Gwynn went on 
to deal with the work of building churches, 
schools, and charitable’ institutions, which 
had been carried out only by extraordinary 
self-sacrifice by men and women labouring in 
the various religious Orders and by the aid 
of _ voluntar contributions generously 
proffered by the people themselves. 

The study of social conditions in Ireland 
at this period revealed how grievous were 
the handicaps that affected Irish Catholics “in 
almost every walk of life. 

Since that time, however; remarkable 
progress had been made, in spite of the 
initial. difficulty. 

Concluding, Father Gwynn said that 
modern conditions of life, with its increasing 
freedom and _increasin appetite for 
pleasures, had altered the tone of Irish 
Catholic life; and he warned his listeners 
against the spirit of carelessness which was 
undermining the simplicity of family life, 
and constituted’ a grave danger to the nation, 
whose greatness was inseparable from the 
religious life of the people.

UNITED COUNCIL OF 
CHURCHES. 


IMPORTANT RESOLUTIONS, 


A meeting of the United Council of Chri 
tian Churches and religious communions jp 
Ireland was held at 16 St. Stephen s Green. 
Dublin, on 21st inst. Representatives from 
the Protesfant communions in Ireland at. 
tended, and the Bishop of Down was in the 
chair. 

Reports were received from the Dublin 
Christian Citizenship Council and the Bray 
Christian Citizenship Council, detailing the 
work which these organisations had done 
during the year with regard to Foor Law 
reform, the position of unmarried mothers, 
anti-gambling propaganda, the League of 
Nations, and amendments of the Censorship 
Bill. It.was arranged that these reports be 
published in the United Council’s annua! re. 

rt 

Resolutions were adopted by the Council 
regarding world peace, disarmament, and 
sexual morality, as follows :— 

I. “ That the United Council of Christian 
Churches and Religious Communions in Ire 
land desires to record its thankfulness for 
the great work which is being done in tte 
cause of international peace by ‘the World 
Alliance for Promoting International Friend. 
ship through the Churches,” which ha 
National Councils, whereon are represented 
nearly all the branches of the Christian 
Church in upwards of thirty countries. The 
Council commends the Alliance to the con. 
sideration of the Christian Churches and 
Religious Communions in Ireland, and ap 
peals to them to support its work by every 
means in their power. 

II. ‘‘ The Council respectfully urges upon 
the Churches the vital importance of enlisting 
the support of the youth of their membership 
in aid of the World Alliance. 

IIEL “ That, in accordance with 
solution passed by the Conference held ai 
Pi»gue in August, 1928, under the ausp.ce- 
of the World Alliance for Promoting Inter 
national Friendship through the Churches 
this United Connect] appeals to the Churches 
to represent to their people the solemn obliga 
tions that all nations forming part of the 
League of Nations are under to reduce and 
limit their armed forces, as provided by the 
Covenant. and to accept a universal] system 
whereby disputes shal] by settled by peacefu 
judicial matbvede in lieu of war; and it cali: 
upon the Churches to use their moral in 
fluence with the League of Nations and thei 
respectve Governments to induce them tú 
complete with all despatch the necessary in 
ternational arrangements. 

SOCIAL MORALITY. 

IV. “In view of the laxity prevailing i 
many parts of the country tm regard 
social morality and intercourse between the 
sexes, the United Council is of opinion thar 
the time has come when systematic Christia: 
instruction should be given in the interest 
of personal purity and the sanctity of fami 
life. More particularly, the Council fee's 
that the Churches have a special duty to the 
young people growing up in their midst. i 
would respectfully suggest that every lÍoca 
religious community should regard itself a 
responsible for seeing that the children under 
its care receive cureful and reverent, atá: 
duated teaching In reference to such matteis 
as the drigin of life and the inviolable sacred- 
wess of the human personality. Almus: ¢ 
urgent is the need of advising and warning 
adolescents in reference to the temptations 
with whieh they may be faced in the earl 
years of their manhood or womanhood. Be 
cause such tasks require delicate handling, * 
does not follow that they should be left un: 
done. The consequence of neglect is often 
disastrous. Where parents are able and wt 
ing to instruct their own children they should 
be encouraged to do so. Where this ts nv 
practicable the Council would suggest that 
ministers and other specially-fitted persous 
should undertake this most necessary prevet: 
tative work. The Council would also sugge* 
that specific Christian teaching should le 
given from the pulpit, or in some other suit- 
able way on the subjects of conjugal faithfu: 
ness, and the obligations of parenthood. 

The Council had also under considerati 
the evils that were rife in the community, 
due to betting and gambling. 

The Council decided that in their rep 
they would urge the Churches to impress ul" 
all Christian people their respousibilits

CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION. 


70 THE EDITOR OF TUE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In the sermons, addresses, articles, 
etc. on Catholic Emancipation from the 
Roman Catholic side, we are presented with 
only one side of the picture. Perhaps, you 
will permit me to turn the other side for a 
moment. i 

In 1558 Queen Mary died, and was suc- 
ceeded by the only surviving child of Henry 
VIIL, Elizabeth. At é that time the 
Bishops of Rome made claims which are now 
pniversally rejected. They claimed to be 
gupreme sovereigns over all kingdoms of the 
world and their rulers. They also claimed 
England and Ireland as fiefs of the Roman 
See. Popes Pius V., Gregory XIII. and 
Sixtus V., acting on these claims, denied 
Elizabeth's right to the throne, declared her 
deposed, released her subjects from their 
allegiance and stirred up and helped her 
enemies everywhere. The conflict which then 
gross “Ad no more to do with religion, in the 
rope _sense of the word, than the late Great 
Var. had. It was a fight for temporal 
supremacy on the part of an Italian bishop- 
king, and for her throne and her kingdom's 
independence on the part of an English 
queen. The history of the Spanish Armada 
affords sufficient evidence of what I say. A 
series of articles in The Catholic Bulletin, 
entitled ‘Wine from the Royal Pope,” 
affords more recent evidence, 


Roman Catholics are subjects of a double 
aliegiance, which has often got them into 
trouble—to the claims of the State in which 
they dwell and to the claims of the Head of 
their Church in Rome. In modern times, 
when most States have vindicated their in- 
dependence of ecclesiastical control, these two 
allegiances do not often clash; but in Queen 
Flizabeth’s time there was a life and death 
struggle between them. It was absolutely 
imperative then that individuals should 
choose between one and the other. The fact 
of the Spanish Armada made this plain to 
everyone. If an Englishman or an Rishon 
took the side of his sovereign, he was ex- 
communicated by the Pope, which was 
generally believed to involve the loss of his 
soul's salvation; if he took the side of the 
Pope, he was regarded as a traitor to his 
sovereign and his country. 

The penal laws were the inevitable result 
of Papal claims and actions in the sixteenth 
century, and especially of the claim and 
exercise of the deposing power. It drove the 
Queen and her Government to defensive 
measures. There was no desire to interfere 
with individuals who conscientiously objected 
to the religious reforms introduced in the 
sixteenth century, but who were peaceable 
and loyal to the established régime. It was 
only on, the ground that they were enemies 
to the State and supporters of the State’s 
foreign enemies that they were punished. 
The Queen’s very life was perpetually in 
danger. Under these circumstances it was 
inevitable that injustice and hardship should 
often be inflicted and suffered. Fear pro- 
duces the worst form of cruelty. We re- 
member the panic caused by our fear of 
German spies during the Great War, I 
knew two most loyal young Irishmen who 
were continually worried because their 
German mother had given them the names of 
Fritz and Otto. <A time came when the 
English sovereigns were so firmly established 
upon the throne.as to tear no foreign aggres- 
sion, and when the Popes ceased to interfere 
in the temporal affairs of the State.

A truly evangelical Church is the best friend

POSTAL SERVICES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Srm,—Our village post office is a short mile 
distant. Under the penny postage our letters 
were delivered at our house at 8 a.m. A 
second post reached the village at noon, for 
which we called, as well as for those letters 
which came to the village on Sundays. Every 
day we had until 6 p.m. to post. Under the 
twopenny postage, letters are delivered at 11 
a.m., but, as the outward post leaves at 
noon, we cannot reply until the next ny 
Then it was proposed to deliver letters only 
three times in six days. To save £40,000 a 
number of men were to be discharged without 
pension or compensation—our postman after 
thirty years’ service—thus adding to the un- 
employed. Our a is doubled and our 
benefits are reduced by three-quarters. com 
pared with the penny postage times. 

What malign influence is driving the 
Government to a deplorable fall at the next 
elections and the twenty-six counties to 
chaos? Our present Government might just 
as well be in Australia legislating for Ireland, 
po completely are they out of touch with the 

ublic opinion of the country. To placate a 
- male and female faddists, they run so- 
called Irish down the throats of teachers and 
children. Now they add the Censorship Bill, 
giving plenary power to the Minister to dic- 
tate to us what we may read and what we 
may not read, when a much simpler bill would 
exclude all that is necessary.

CHRISTIAN REUNION. 
a 
THE REV. J. F. MONCRIEFF 
COX’S LECTURE. 


Preaching in the Magdalen Church, Dublin, 
last night, the Rev. J. F. Moncrieff Cox con- 
cluded his series of lectures upon Christian 
Reunion. In the course of his sermon he 
said:—In entering upon conferences with 
Anglicans the Free Churches required, as 
essenital, a full recognition of their Churches 
and their ministries, ‘‘Without the cordial and 
practical recognition of one another's Church 
standing, proposals for reunion cannot be 
carried out, and, indeed, can hardly with 
propriety be supported.” Such recognition 
appeared to have been made in the Lambeth 
Appeal. 3ut, 1t was felt that, In order to re. 
move all possibility of misunderstanding, a 
quite unambiguous expression of recognition 
should be sought. In reply to this request a 
memorandum was drawn up by the Anglican 
members of the Conference upon the status of 
the existing Free Church ministry. This 
memorandum states—‘‘ It seems to us to be 
in accordance with the Lambeth Appeal to 
say, as we can say, that the ministries. . 
are real ministries prepared of Christ’s word 
and sacraments in the universal Church.” 
The memorandum proceeded to declare that 
should any of the Free Churches unite with 
the Anglican on the basis of episcopacy, the 
ministries of both should be at once recoge 
nised as of equal status, and that the terms 
of union should include for the time being the 
right of non-episcopally ordained ministers to 
conduct Services, other than Celebration of 
Holy Communion, and to preach in Anglican 
churches. 

The exception here made in respect to the 
Hely Communion was felt to require further 
consideration A second memorandum ac- 
cordingly was prepared. It was pointed out 
in this document that agreement had been 
reached already upon the fact that an episco- 
patc — representative and _ constitutional— 
should be maintained in the United Church, 
and hence the difficulty should be narrowed 
down to the period of transition between the 
adoption of a scheme of reunion and its com- 
pletion. The hishops had expressed their 
willingness to accept a form of commission 
from the Free Churches; would they, in re- 
turn, accept from Anglicans a commission, 
though “conditional” ordination? By “ con- 
ditional’’ ordination is meant a form in which 
the words are used: “: If thou are not already 
ordained.’” Such a practice has long been 
available in the case of Baptism. This sug- 
gestion, however, did not find acceptance. It 
became clear that some other solution must be 
sought. The problem has been narrowed to 
the questicn: ** During the interval between 
the adoption of a scheme of reunion and its 
completion, what form of commission is to be 
given and received by the existing Free 
Church ministries?’ This is the crucial 
problem which confronts the Lambeth Cone 
ference next year. Some solution must be 
found. We cannot draw back. “As you 
were ” can no longer be the marching orders 
of the Church. Can it be that the solution 
may be found along the lines indicated by the 
Bishop of Gloucester—‘‘In no scheme of re- 
union must be asx for any form of re-ordina- 
tion, whether provisional or otherwise?”

POLICY OF THE BANKS. 


Upon one point most observers will agree 
with this economist. Undoubtedly the banks 
have granted credit on a very large scale in 
recent years, with the result that they are 
now working with a lower proportion of cash 
to deposits than usual, but it is not certain 
that even a large proportion of their advances 
represent frozen credit. The position they 
are now in is mainly due to a desire to help 
the most depressed of our industries. For 
example, there is undoubtedly a great deal of 
bank credit locked up in the cotton industry, 
but nobody suggests that the banks should 
have refused financial assistance in that 
direction simply because trade was poor. 
These institutions can be criticised for the 
extent to which they have allowed their loans 
to extend, but they would have been 
criticised still more severely, perhaps, had 


they refused to grant financial help. 
RHODESIAN COPPER SHARES, 


A reflection arising from last week’s further 
advance in shares of Rhodesian companies 
with copper interests is that if the movement 
is justified Chartered Shares, should stand at 
a higher figure.

THE OUTLOOK. 

Despite pessimistic talk of an impending 
crisis, the financial position is steadily im- 
proving. Success is attending the efforts of 
the Bank of England to avoid raising its 
minimum discount rate further by quietly 
adding to its stock of gold whenever an 
opportunity occurs, There is still danger in 
the high charges for call money ruling in 
New York, and it may be necessary for 
the Federal Reserve banks to raise their 
rates, but there are signs that the repeated 
warnings are having effect, and the opera- 


dustrials have become less aggressive (says 
The Sunday Times). To a great extent tho 
appreciation in these Industrials is a legiti- 
mate reflection of increased prosperity, but 
it 18 undeniable that the effects of genuine 
investment buying have been accentuated by 
heavy speculation with the aid of money 
borrowed at high rates of interest. Appre- 
ciation due to this cause can clearly be only 
temporary, and the time will come when 
the break up of the pools will be followed 
by widespread liquidation.

these figures. The con market rules 
strong for both Irish and Continental cures, 
supplies of the former being by no means 
heavyy As high as 140s. is reported to have 
been asked by holders of North of Ireland 
rolls, and it is stated that supplies of this 
description are almost unobtainable; but, 
taken all round, prices must be regarded as 
more or less nominal. On March 28th, 1928, 
Irish ruled nominal, with Danish quoted 
about 87s. to 92s., Swedish 79s. to 84s., and 
Dutch 76s. to 81s. per cwt. For purposes of 
comparison, Irish sides this week-end stand 
at about 116s. to 124s., Danish 113s. to 120s., 
Swedish 109s. to 116s., and Dutch 107s. to 
113s. Killings of pigs in Denmark were 
reported to be much smaller last week, and 
are expected to be on a moderate scale for 
some time to come. While recent prices of 
eggs have been exceptionally high, with 
plentiful supplies, prices have declined 
sharply, and are now practically on the same 
level as those ruling at this time last year. 
Conditions of an exceptional nature prevailed 
recently, but these have been greatly 
modified. The high prices that ruled were 
due to the very severe weather conditions 
which have prevailed on the Continent. Ege 
| production, both in this country and on the 
Continent, in such countries as Denmarr, 
Holland, France and _ Belgium, has been 
seriously curtailed owing to the adverse 
weather conditions. In a normal season large 
arrivals usually take place from the principal 
producing countries at this period of the 
year. oreover, there have only been very 
small imports from Egvpt of late.. Although 
the weather is still rather cold, supplies are 
steadily increasing ; consequently the market 
now shows a decided weakness. 

A falling off was reported in supplies of 
fat cattle at Salford Market on Tuesday, and, 
while sellers held out for advanced prices 
on the previous week, a good trade was ex- 
perienced. Demand for dairy cows was by 
no means satisfactory, and prices were on the 
‘easy side. Sheep and lambs were also in 
request, late rates being well maintained. 
Supplies of both Irish fat and dairy cattle 
were smaller than the previous week, but no 
sheep or lambs were: penned. At the Man- 
chester Pig Market prices showed an advance 
on the previous week, and, although supplies 
were on the short side, trade was slow. 
Business at the Manchester Meat Market was 
on a moderate scale throughout the week, 
and prices generally ruled steady. Choice 
small lambs command extreme prices, and 
owing to smaller pitching, prices of chilled 
beef advanced somewhat smartly. i 

There was again little change to note in 
dead poultry, although best chickens clear 
readily. Salmon showed little change, large 
being quoted 2s. 10d. to ós. and medium ós. 
to as. 6d. per Ib.

ENGLAND SHARE THE 
HONOURS. . 


IRISHMEN FAIL AT 
FOLKESTONE. 


ENGLAND 
IRELAND 


From Our Sreciat CornresronpDeEntT. 
FOLKESTONE, Saturday. 


Alter a very in-and-out season, interna- 
tionally speaking, England wound up her 
home engagements on Saturday with a 
brilliant victory at Folkestone, when her 
re-organised XI. defeated the Irish side 
which had beaten Wales and Scotland in turn 
by ó goals to 2. How history repeats itself! 
Two years ago England went down to Scot- 
land at Aberdeen and a week later at Liver- 
pool trounced us to the tune of six goals to 
one. This year Scotland again beat England, 
and just a fortnight later disposed of 
Ireland’s hopes of triple crown honours by a 
single goal margin. 

THE OLD BRIGADE. 

On both occasions the credit for the wins 
falls to what may now be termed “ the old 
brigade’’—C. 8. W. Marcon and S. H. 
Saville. 

Both men gained their first caps as far 
back as 1913, and both played a big part in 
our rout at Liverpool on a sodden pitch, as 
they did again in our defeat to-day. Marcon 
played an inspired game, and if not quite 
as fast as of yore, he showed he had 
lost none of his stick work on Satur- 
day. Saville also was very much to the 
fore at Folkestone, and, with F. G. Rogers 
in the centre, completed the trio so 
necessary for the typically English ‘“ three- 
inside ” game. This trio had the Irish defence 
in serious difficulties repeatedly throughout 
two exceptionally fast ‘‘35’s,” and it. was 
only fitting that the inside left’s second goal 
should bring England’s total against us to 
one hundred in the series. He claimed two 
of the three, and the other fell to that prince 
of corner shots, K. G. Chilman, who got in 
a glorious drive from a long corner early in 
the second half, to give England a lead which 
she never afterwards surrendered, 


LOST CHANCES. 

Not but that we had our chances. In the 
first half the Irish forwards gave quite as 
much as they got, and, with the merest shade 
of luck, might have changed over with a lead 
of a couple of goals, instead of the one-all 
score, which was the actual state of affairs at 
the interval. Territorially up to this. stage 
Ireland had a shade the better of matters, 
and the whole front line had cruel luck with 
their shots. Edgar and Cairnes were only just 
wide of the mark more than once, and C. W. 
Cook scooped clean over the cross-bar from 
close in, when he looked to have an absolute 
‘“ sitter.’ Possibly Chilman’s goal, which 
came when the second half was still young, 
was the deciding point. It appeared to put 
fresh life into the whole English side, and 
never afterwards did they look like losing. It 
was at this point that the home ‘backs, 
Godfrey and Fiddian-Green found their best 
game. They gripped the Irish forwards with 
& certainty, an accuracy, which had been 
lacking in their game earlier on. Attack after 
attack was checked, held and broken up in 
the neighbourhood of the ‘ 25,” and from 
each check the home forwards were éent 
away. The play swung from end to end with 
dazzling rapidity, and the pace of the wings, 
Ogilvy and Chilman, began to tell on the 
Irish defence. The Irish middle line also 
proved sound in defence, and lost no oppor- 
tunity of sending their own forwards away. 
In the centre T. H. Ely got through two 
men’s work, while Peatt and McDonald were 
responsible for many good openings, That 
more was not made-of these was due to the 
fact that we were outpaced, and that -there 
was in the English passing just that extra 
accuracy which means. so much in .a close 
game fought out at such a fast pace as was 
maintained on Saturday. If the Irish for- 
wards were a shade uneven, and they did 
show a falling off in pace and combination 
towards the end, due ailowance must be 
made for what they found themselves against. 
In the home half-backs they ran into three 
keen, close tacklers, and as soon as they 
had passed this obstacle they were faced 
with a pair of stout-hearted full backs, who 
covered off with resolute accuracy. Both also 
showed an uncanny sense of position, and 
both brought off clearances from close 
range shots in the second half, after 
Wainwright had been drawn out of 
goal, and it seemed that we could 
not fai] to score.
